UNALASKA’S PEOPLE AND HOW THEY LIVE 


A Letter from on Board the Thetis—Sun- 
day in Port—A Fish Story—Deep 
Sea Soundings. 
7N RECENT LET- 
tors from Alaska, 
Mr. George W. 
Crusselle,- of the 
United States man- 
of-war Thetis, des- 


things of interest 
in our great north- 


west territory. 

The Thetis is now the only vessel in Beb- 
ring sea on duty keeping that sea closed. 

fis letter is dated at Unalaska island, Cap- 
tain’s Harhor, September 13. 

Today is Sunday, and as we bave just fin- 
ished with the accustomed Sunday morning 
inspection, I am free from further duty for the 
day. This freedom means to have a space 
about fifty feet long and twenty-five feet wide 
to romp in, but in romping one must be careful 
not to tread upon the toesof the other seventy- 
nine men who have the freedom of this same 
bountiful space. To one: unaccustomed to 
being crowded, it cramps indeed to be com- 
petied to occupy so little room among so many 
people. I guess you would like to know how 
ail the men amuse themselves on Sunday when 
no work is going on. Itis this way. Whenat 
sea the work is as continuous on Sunday as on 
any other day, no difference. In port, Sunday 
is holiday. Someof the men go down in the 
hold and snooze the day away, others get some 
papers or books and squat around on the deck 
most anywhere to read, others write letters, 
others patch up their clothes, others collect in 
small bunches and tell yarns of sea life, and 
their experience in stormy, squaily weather, 
orin wrecks. Mostof their yarns are imagin- 
ary, however, making themselves endure 
enough hardships to kill adozen men. Last, 
but not least, are the various groups sitting 
around playing the famous man-of-war men’s 
games, Viz.: ‘‘Backgammon,”’ “‘chess,’”’ ‘‘du- 
cey-acey,”’ ‘‘cribbage,’’, ‘Spanish poo!,”’ a game 
a great deal like common “‘checks,”’ only you

can move like inchess. Only two men can 


piay at the game atone time, but a dozen or 


wore will stand around and watch with as 
inuch enthusiasm as can be, and chaw and 
growl among each other like catsand dogs if 
the moves don’t suit them. Iam very fond of 
most of the games, and p/ay as much as _ possi- 
bie, as it helps to while away the monotonous 
hours. 

Unalaska island is, perhaps, the best in this 
chain of Aleutian islands. The people are 


about half civilized, and are taught mainly by | 


Catiiolic missionaries. The men spend a great 
part of their time in hunting. 

The old men, women and children are busy 
catching their staple food, fish. There is a 
clear creek running into the bay at this point,

and during the summer months the salmon go | 


up this creek to spawn and raise their young. 
Now, don’t think this sounds fishy, for I swear 
to the truth of the statement, towit: I have 
seen the salinon so thick in this creek that we 
could and did actually walk across on the 
fishes’ backs without getting wet more than 
one inch upon our shoes. The creek, too, was 
about three feet deep, and the jams were so 
compact that the creek was dammed up and 
could not flow. 

A salmon is about one and one-half to two 
feet long when grown, and looks a great deai 
like ashad, except thescales are more than 
twice as small and darker in color, The color 
of the flesh is just the same as canned salmon, 
but I used to think that the process of canning 
gave them that red look. 

We had a dog with us when we went up this 
creek, and when we first struck the salmon 
they wete not so thick but that they conld wig- 
gle around a good deal. The wiggling fat- 
tracted the dog, and he jumped in and would 
catch themjin his mouth, and shake the life 
out of them. He kept it up until he completely 
exhausted himself. The natives cut their 
heads off (I mean the fish’s head), split them 
opey, back and front, down nearly to the end

to dry.- They dry several thousand pounds 
every summer for their winter consumption. 
There is @ salmon cannery on nearly every is- 
land up here, furnishing fully half the canned 


. salmon for the world's use. 


Cod fishing is another branch of industry. 
Schooxers from every nation almost come here 
cod fishing. There isa schooner lying along- 
side of us now that has already cauglit a cargo 
and is preparing to go home, all the-way round 
Cape Horn andnorth again to Nova Scotia. 
She has on board 125,000 cod, or about 1,250,- 
000 pounds of pure cod flesh, besidesa great 
many barrels of oi! made from the codfish liv- 
ers, to be purified for medicinal manufac- 
ture. 

Going to Europe to visit old ruins of fallen 
monarchies, and seeing all the latest improve- 
ments in architecture. too, together with regal 
pomp and gayety, is no doubt very instructive, 
but I don’t think I would exchange my trip 
up here for three trips to Europe. I have 
learned not all, buta great deal about whal- 
ids, sealing, cod fishing, salmon fishing and 
canning, and bear hunting. Something not of 
any tangible service, but very interesting, and 
comparatively unknown to the masses, 

One does not sit onthe bank witha long 
pole and wait for nibbles to catch cod, but 
rows out into the sea and drops a line over the 
side, with several large hooks attached, and 
hauls them in, sometimes with a fish on each 
hook. Greatsport. The natives have canoes, 
called kayaks, made of skin that is perfectly 
closediup, all but one man-hole in the center, 
The boatman sits inthis hole and paddies. 
They generally carry five or six other canoes 
tied on one behind the other, and fill them 
with fish, then pull back to land again. This 
little description is not very graphic, nor poet- 
ical, but it will give an idea of how this end of 
the world lives. 

The seaweed is of . the very rankest growth, 


having its roots on the bottom and extending’ 


up to the surface, several hundred feet from

the bottom. It is called “kelp,” aud is of a 
soft, tough, stringy nature, like the stalk of a 
bunch of bananas. Sometimes pieces of it get 
loose from the bottom and drift around on the 
surface of the sea, sometimes several hundred 
miles from land, and it looks like long serpents 
floating along. It has long, slender branches 


that has a kind of fodder on either side of the 


main stem, but is ungainly and ugly looking. 
I have some curiosities, however, among Which 
are some genuine Esquimaux javelins and 
spears. They are madeof wood and stone, 
like all other tribes of Indian origin make 
their instruments of defense and offense. 


| 


SOME WEAPONS. 

I know of nothing wore interesting than the 
curiosities I have seen—a phflosophical curios- 
ity this time. Water is very heavy, and espe- 
cially salt water. That the pressure of a col- 
umn of wateris very greatis proven by this 
illustration: 

If you have a tankten feet deep full of 
water, and make a hole in the side of it near 
the bottom, the water will be thrown quite a 
distance fromthe tank, andif the hole were 
only half way down, the water would not be 
thrown so far, showing that the weight above 
makes more pressure the deeper it goes. 

Well, we have been taking a great many 
soundings of late in waters that were compara- 
tively unknown, in order to putit on all charts 
for general information of all mariners. While 
taking some soundings one day in fifty fath- 
oms (300 feet) of water, I tied a bottle well 
corked (empty) on the sounding line, expect- 
ing to see it come up bursted, but instead, the 
pressure had driven the cork in and the bottle 
came up full, of course. Next time I fixed the 
cork, by a line underneath it, so it could not be 
drivenin, and sent it downagain. Again it 
came up full and the cork in place; this time 
the pressure drove the water through tle pores 
of the cork. 

The next day we were in water 300 fathoms 
(1,800 feet) deep, and I got aglass cork and 
glued itin with sealing wax, the salt water 
permeating the wax with all ease imaginable. 
Then there were some glass balisin the ship 
that were hollow. They were made of glass an 
inch thick, and not a hole in them anywhere. 
We sentthis down, and it came up full of 
fresh water. The pressure had this time driven 
the water through the glass, but in going 
through the glass had filtered the water and it 
was not the least salty. ’ 

Amanat that depth—300 fathoms—would 
be mashed as flat asa pancake. The greatest 
depth a diver has ever made and come upalive 
is twenty fathoms (120 feet), and he came up 
bleeding profusely at the nose and mouth, in a 
dying condition almost. The same man after- 
ward went twonty-five fathoms and came up 
dead. : | 
We tried one other experiment, by making 
a hole in the ball, filling it full of vinegar, and 
sealing it up with a glass stopper, using a blow 
pipe and borax to weld the stopper in. I 
knew it would burst this time sure, but instead 
itcame up again notfull of vinegar but of 
fresh water. The pressure not only filtered 
the water through the glass, but did it with 
force enough to press the vinegar back out 
through the glass. Isn’t that a wonder/ul 
thing? 

The other day while rambling on the moun- 
tains we met three girls. Well, I had noticed 
that everybody in the island either spoke Es- 
quimaux or Russian, and would not speak En- 
glish if they could. Some of the boysspoke to 
them and asked which way to go to find some 
berries. They all giggled and blushed, but did 
not answer, and the boys asked them a good 
niany questions about the quails, grouse, ber- 
ries and the paths in different directions. Fi- 
nally, I got tired of watching the blank, igno- 
rant, half-scared stare they kept up, watching 
our big-leg pants and blue blouse shirts, but 
still not answering a word, sol turned up my 
nose and started off, saying: 

*-Oh, come on, boys, those silly things can’t 
‘savey English!’”’ 

Whoop, what a fuss that started! The larg 
est one stepped forward and spit the English 
at me until I began tothink that I was the 
one who could not *“‘savey English.’’ She was 
the daughter of the priest of the island—a 
Russian—and the other two were half-breeds. 
If she.~had thrown a thunderboit at me, it 
would not have surprised mé more than her 
English invectives. 

One of the watches of the Thetis is allowed 
to go ashore during the afternoon and have a 
run around until sundown. I went iast Sun- 
day, being in the ‘‘port’”’ watch, and ;this Sun- 
day the ‘‘starboard’’ watch has liberty. One 
watch is always kept aboard for action in case

@the meanwhile he had not only built for 
imselfand familya handsome mode! farm 
ottage, a splendid barn and all other necessary 
butbuildings, but he had bought in neighbor- 

ng lands, until today his farm embraces 50 
acres, all lying somewhat near the center of 
Jroup county. The farm area embraces high 

olling uplands, with some narrow creek bot- 

oms lying amidst. 
The soilon Mr. Truitt’s place is primarily 

a light sand clay, with abundance of white 

juartz rock upon it. Itisasoil that is natur- 
ally easily and swiftly exhausted unless proper 
arrangements are made for its preservation 
and improvement. Mr. Truitt has the rolling 
lands all nicely leveled or terraced. The 
soil holds and gives back generously to the 
heavier manures used in farming. Mr. Truitt 
Appears, however, to depend largely upon 
commercial fertilizers, although he devotes 
much time and expense tothe preparation of 
compost and the barnyard and stable product. 
He has today one of the bandsomest and best 
paying farms in Georgia, devoted to a diversi- 
tied agriculture. . 

_Mr. Truitt’s system is known as the inten- 
sive. He believes in the selection of the best 
natural soils, small areas, and in the thorough 
preparation by deep plowings, and in the most 
liberal application of manure, and then in 
close and constant cultivation of the growing 
crops. Ha does not pretend to cultivate any 
of his Jand for the mere crop until he has 
brought it up, by the necessary terracing and 
restoration, toa high degree of fertility. He 
puts his thin soils in peas, which are turned 
under when in the proper stage of ripeness. 
He breaks up with two-norse plows in the 
winter, and then, when the ground will bear 
it, the heavy cutaway harrow is run over it. 
He makes a wide and deep furrow for the fer- 

lizer, which he puts in in March. He tinds 
00d results by using forty bushels of cotton 
seed, mixed with about nine . hundred 
pounds of acid phosphate and gossypium, 
to the acre, all to be thoroughly 

Stirred and mixed with scooters and the 
Johnson plow -in the soil before plant- 
ing. When thecotton is to be planted lie puts 
tin with the Brooks planter, using about-two 
bushels of seed to the acre. When the growth 
is well up he runs the sweep or eighteen-inch 
scraper across the furrows, yet so as to pre- 
serve the rows, making the cotton appear as 
though it had been “ehecked.”’ This process 
reduces the labor in future first hoings. Mr. 
Pruitt has his hoe hands to. go ahead -of the 
plows in order to first knock to pieces the

than two poor ones. In breaking the stiffest 
lands in winter he uses heavy oxen, his 
Plantation being well supplied with these val- 
wable animals, Mr. Truitt is making some 
experiments in raising sheep and goats—ex. 
periments which wil! be watched with in- 
terest. He hasanumber of fine cattle on his 
Place, and his success in raising pork has been 
phenomenal. 

While Mr. Truitt makes upon his plantation 
everything necessary for hisown independent 
Sapport— meats of all kinds, breadstuffs, fruits 
and vegetables, and even his own wines—still 

has what he regards as his 
Specialty in His Fine Cotton. 


By constant selections and improvénents, 
¢ has developed a wonderfully prolific plant. 
From the best specimens in his fields he an- 
ARaily continues his selections, and, after gin- 
ning is over, the seed from these selections is 
sold and shipped. He tinds aready market for 


them at good prices. Last year his sales 


amounted to about one thousand

‘ton seed he is converted into 
for the coming crop: and in addition to @his 


own raising, he buys cotton seed from others 
for this purpose, as he finds it better economy, 
and more satisfactory every way, than in using 
the same money in buying what is known as 
commercial fertilizers. 

In the production of his improved variety of 
cotton, Mr. Truitt has in cultivation this year 
eighty acres. Many of the stalks have as high 
as JOU large and finely filled boils. From 
what I saw of the growing crop, I was more 
linpressed with the size and number of the 
cotton bolls than with the height of the plant 
itself. On the eighty acres devoted specially 
to this variety of cotton, Mr. Truitt raised last 
year 104 bales, averaging 476 pounds each—the 
net profit of his place being, In 1890, $4,250. 

Mr Truitt considers his cotton cropas mainly 
the net profit of hig farming, for he makes 
enough from other sources in planting to pay 
all the expenses of the place. From fifteen 
acres of corn in bottom lands his average an- 
nually is over five hundred dollars—sixty 
bushels to the acre a fair crop, He had fifteen 
acres in oats, the yield about three hundred 
bushels. He sows wheatalso. Five acres in 
sorghuin are devoted to soiling stock. Hetold 
me that he had fed his mules almost exclu- 
sively on the cut sorghum plant since early in 
the summer. He runs five mules, two of 
these only devoted to his cotton, the others to 
the remainder of his farm. He is experiment- 
ing with bermuda grass, both for pasturage 
andas meadows. The rate paid his field 
hands—five being all he keeps—is $11 per 
month, with rations of 200 pounds meat, B00 
pounds flour, twelve bushels meal aud ten 

allons syrup to each, House, garden and 
Hrewood are also turnished each man. He 
keeps his men in neat painted cottages—the 
families all comfortably and conveniently 
housed. Some of his men have been with him 
from the beginning. AJthough his farm seeins 
sinall, he keeps a most efficient foreman as 
overseer to assist him—but all the farm opera- 
tions are directed under his own judgment 
and supervision. 

Mr. Truitt's wife has been to him a valuable 
and delightful companion inhig struggles for 
success in larming. She hag entered into the 
spirit of his labors, and she has, as a result, 
achieved a most enviable fame as an accom- 
plished artist and housewife. Last year she 
carried atvay more than two hundred dollars 
in premiums on her own exhibits of farm 

réducts at Georgia fairs, her exhibits embrac- 
ng & great variety of prepared fruits, vegeta- 
bies and domestic wines. Mrs. Truitt takes 
great pride and interestin superintending her 
household and garden affairs and in the enter- 
tainment of her guests, which are numerous 
and frequent. er dining tables are gener- 
ously Jaden with the great variety of home 
productions, in addition to luxuries that of 
necessity coule from foreign lands. The one 
thing lacking in this charming household was, 
to me, the voice of childhood, the music of 
baby feet—the inspiration and presence of 
some one to live for besides our own poor 
selves. Mr, Truitt and wife, religiously, are 
Methodists. 

What are the lessons to be learned from the 
examples of this man’s success as a farmer? 
In studying his career, we are brought face to 
face with the sublime traits af patience, per- 
severance,industry and faith in one's own self. 
Many of our farmers become discouraged and 
lose contidence in their ability to succeed. 
They are too easily disheartened. But there 
is aman, George Truitt, who toiled and perse- 
vered for nine long years before the prize 
cameo; but when it came, the cup was fully 

en, 

The man has had two purposes in view—not 
only # selfish, individual] success, but he be- 
lieved that the south needed something in the 
way ofan evolution in a cotton seed, and he 
went to work to produce both these results. 
By patient and judicions selection of choicest 
plant and seedbow), he has, from the ald stock, 
developed a seed which is a boon to the plant- 
ing interest universally. For three years he 
has taken first prerniums at Georgia state fairs 
for finest cotton exhibited. But all men can’t 
develop new or improved seed, tifough all 
men can make a success in farming if they 
will rightly use those elements which has con- 
tributed to rosperity in Mr. Truitt. 

I asked Mr. Truitt to give me his opinion of 
the cause of so much poverty among southern 
farmers, and what was the remedy. Much of 
our trouble, he says, bas grown out of an

more field laborers. Don’t sell old decrepit 
mules to darkies, and then set them upon poor 
places.

Merchants and 
other capitalista should be careful to whom 
they se!l even young mules ‘on time.”

4 Secret from Scotland Yard. 


A friend, lately returned from abroad, 
related to me the following bit of Lon- 
don police experience, which opened 
up a train of thought in my mind, 
awakening vivid possibilities which have 
proven strangely fascinating. I will relate 
the sketch in his own words as it was con- 
veyed tome, “ 

He had called upon me at my residence, aud 
we ere seated in my library. We had 
lighted our Havanas, and I was just sinking 
under the soothing influence of the weed as 
he settled himself in an easy chairand began 
the tale: 

During my stay in London, part of my 
business brought me into intimate relations 
with the officials of Scotland Yard, and I was 
initiated to one of the secrets of the police 
which, probably, po Englishinan would have 
been made conversant with, For obvious 
reasons, which will become evident as I pro- 
ceed, no names, either of individuals or of Jo- 
cality, can be used; and, In fact, the game cau- 
tionary sneasure was observed with me, but, 
thongh I could not supply the names, I might 
indicate localities with exactitude. 


During the last decade, in one of the mid-’ 


land counties, a young man of unusual promise 
commenced the practice of medicine. He 
originated in the middle class, and his family 
was one of wealth and respectability, going 
back much farther in the ancestral line than 
some of the families that figure in the peerage. 
This son, the future representative apparent of 
the family, was remarkable for his inte!leotual 
attainments. He was of a fine nervous organ- 
ism, and his mental attributes were such that 
it was feared by some, and ct ton to others, 
that his physical nature would eventually suf- 
fer a collapse. 

In addition to his excessive nervous and 
mental activity, he early developed a taste for 
dissipation, and while he wasabsent in France 
and Germany, in each of which countries he 
underwent a finishing course in medical re- 
search and clinical studies, his dissipated 
habits grew upon him, till finally his dissipa- 
tion became debauchery, and his companions 
were the most dissolute, and in some instances 
were to be traced among the most degraded of 
both sexes. 

Such were the scenes from which he emerged 
to assumo the duties of his profession. or 
soinething over a year he followed the prac- 
tice of his profession, and was developing an 
enviable reputation for surgery, whey the 
crisis came, and his brilliant mind succumbed. 

With feelings of grief, which» would not 
have been intensified if called upon to place 
him in his tomb, his father took him toa pri- 
vate asylum in the northeast district of Lon- 
don.. Theasylum wasold and had been lo- 
cated in its present place for a long period. 
Tie house had first been a dwelling, but 
during a hundred years or so had been subject 
to many additions, till the stracture was ramb- 
ling, with no primary architecturai design vis- 
ible. Within the circling gables was a court- 
yard of half or two-thirds of an acre area, and 
the wardsand departinents were on nearly 
every side, excepting a section of plain wall, 
some twelve feet in height, and perhaps 
twenty-five feet in length, which separated the 
court from an alley tothe rear. In thia wall 
was a small door, which was kept constantly 
locked, communicating with the alley. Ina 
corner formed by this wall and the buildiag 
was a hydrant, enclosed by a small, latticed 
house, and within this house, and for quite a 
distance around it, the ground was cove 
with flagging stone. 

The superiniendent was a pee of wide 
reputation as a specialist, and the patient, Dr. 
N—, as I wil) call him, was well known to 
him and to many of his assistants. Altera 
week’s observation the diagnosis was that the 
case was one of acquired insanity, arising from 
morbid conditions of the body, and its classiti- 
cation was “melancholia, with a tendency to 
mania,” 

This latter phase of the case was not devel- 
oped, however, and if developed later, 
whether it would take a suicida! or a homi- 
cida!l turn it was impossible to say. For two 
months a close watch was kept over the 
patient, but there was no change, either of 
improvement or otherwise. He was then 
moved to the ward for patients suffering with 
melancholia without mayia. This ward was 
on the first floor and had a door opening di- 
rectly to the court to which patients of the 
ward were admitted for exercise. The doc- 
tor’s room was nearly opposite the narrow hall 
leading to this exit. 

After a period of a year. or thereabouts, 


' when the physicians believed themselves con- 


versant with the case of the patient in all 
its aspects, all London was startled and hor- 
ritied by a fiendish and mutilating murder, ina 
quarter of the city about two miles removed 
froni the asylum. The victim, a woman of 


' the most dissolute and degraded class, was 
| found with her throat cut, and her body was 


horribly lacerated and carved, and yet, with- 
nl, there was evidence of a skillful, anatomi- 
ca! precision in the mutilation which added 
inystery- to the ghastly spectacle. 

The morning of the day after the murder, 
or about thirty hours fromm the commission of

For the attendant the scene was filied with 
a horrible fascination and suggestiveness.

A NEGRO SLAYEHOLDER, 


An Ex-Slave Werself, She at One Time 
Owned Forty-Five of Her Race, 
From The Louisville Couriér-Journal. 

The Filson Club held its first meeting since*the 
summer vacations lastevening. Miss lda Symmes 
read a paper on one “Aunt Eliza,” acolored woman 
who hac nalarge slaveholder up to the time 
of emancipation. The life of the old woman 
was delightfully told, and many buwmor- 
ous scenes in the darky'’s plantation life 
were well brought out. The subject of Miss 
Symmes's historic sketch livedthe greater por- 
tion of her life on the Newburg road, in the vicin- 
ity of the “Wet Woods,” where she died in+1887. 
She herself was a slave until the year 1833, when 
she was given her freedom by her master, John 
Hunley. Upon Mr. Hualey’s death,a few rs 
later, she came into a considerable portion of his 

roperty, a part of which was 

log cabin near the 
which at that time was 
handsomest dwelling in the neighbor- 
hood, Her chief ambition from the moment of 
her freedom, it seemed, was to become a slave 
owner and a lady. 

She set about getting slaves any way she could, 
but her ugual method was to buy children. At 
the beginning of the war she owned forty-five of 
her own race. According toaspecia] statute no 
neyro was allowed to hold slaves,and to avoid any 
violation of the letter of the law, all the property 
of Aunt Eliza, including the slaves, was. held by 
Mr. James Guthrie, the eminent financier, in trust. 
In this deed of trust to James Guthrie appears 
the name of a female slave, who had cost $600, a 
man for whom she paid $400, a half-grown girl, 
for whom she gave $375, and a number of small 
boys, who cust her §100 each. 

While never cruel, it seems Aunt Eliza never al- 
lowed her siaves to stop work except to sleep or 
eat. Her farm, pane gar of forty acres, was 
kept up by slave labof. e old woman herself 
never did anything, and it was her custom, when 
rebuked for Tiieness, to say that there was no 
need for her to labor, as she owned enough men 
and women to work for her. She owned 
several carriages, and always went attended 
by a footman. 

he old woman was married three times, and 
once toasiave. As she did not buy him from his 
owner, he took the first opportunity to run off to 
Canada. She never owned any of ber husbands, 
and would never use any of thelr money. At the 
death of her second husband she refused to accept 
the property he had left, and distributed it among 
his kin. Frow the account given of her by Miss 
Symmes, who knew her intimately, Aunt Eliza 
must have been a strange creature. At ber death 
she willed her house and farm to the woman 
whom she had boucht for $600, and who was, ac- 
cording to the deed of trust, the most valuable 
piece of property she had ever owned,

A REMINISCENCE OF DR. POTTER. 


Something About the Evolution Theory. 
A Talk with Hon. W. J. 
Scruggs. 


Modesty and merit usually go hand in hand 
in both sexes. The late Dr. Patien was a 
leader in his conference, and yet he was, sel- 
dom on the floor unless constrained by a sense 
of personal or official duty. His diflidence was 
not from a lack of courage, physical or moral, 
but was the result of an intensely uervous or- 
ganization that shortened his life at least 
twenty years. 

I choose to illustrate by an incident in tho 
general conference at Louisville in 1874. That 
conference was the pivotal occasion in the mat- 
ter of fraternal relations looking to organic 
union between the two American Methodisms. 
The Northern Methodist church had sent down 
a strong delegation in the interests of frater- 
nity and its probable annex, composed of Drs. 
A. S. Hunt, C. H. Fowler and General _ Fisk. 
There was another considerable class that 
might be properly termed lobbyists, but if we 
would speak euphemistically, distinguished 
visitors. A large committee was raised, to 
which was assigned the duty of preparing a re 
port on that much-mooted subject. Of this 
committee Dr. Alpheus W. Wilson, of the 
Baltimore conference—now Bishop Wilson, 
was thechaitman. After no little disputation 
in the coinmittee room, @ majority report was 
brought in by the chairman towards the hee! 

of the session, and a minority report was like- 
wise brought in and submitted as a substi- 
tute. 

The north Georgia delegation was nearly 
unanimous in support of the majority report, 
and as the session Was nearing close we 
were anxious at the proper time to cut off de- 
bate and come toa direct vote. After a vigor- 
ous discussion on the merits of the question 
lasting through two morning sessions, I went 
at the suggestion of several of our delegates to 
Dr. Potter and urged him to make a short, 
ringing speech in conclusion. As another 
part of the programme I engaged a north Ala- 
bama delegate to secure the floor when Dr. 
Potter had tinished and instantly move the 
previous question. 

Dr. Potter's native modesty was very much 
in his way, but when the crit‘cal moment ar- 
rived I in some sort lifted him to his feet and 
he made the ablest ten-minutes speech of the 
discussion. The Alabama delegate was on 
time, but he could not forego the opportunity 

eto enter into the general discussion and thus 
lost his right to call the main question. Seeing 
this we next fixed on Judge Meriwether, one 
of our lay delegates, to obtain the floor when 
the Alabama delegate had his say. When 
Meriwether rose he was recognized by Bishop 
Pierce, who chanced to be in the chair. He 
thereupon moved the previous question,;which 
motion was entertained. Then followed a 
scene that was well nigh as tumultuous as fre- 
quently occurs in the stock exchange when 
bulls end bears are on their mettle. Minority 
delegaies rushed to the front and protested 
against being denied the privilege of discus- 
sion. They appealed to Judge Meriwether, 
but he stood firm. They turned to the presid- 
ing bishop; he was equally immovable. 
conference ordered the main question to be 
put, and after voting down the substitnte the 
majority report was adopted, but by a rather 
narrow wargin. Tle motion to reconsider the 
next day signally failed and thus Methodist 
unification received a blow froin which it has 
naver recovered. Iam satisfied that Dr. Pot- 
ter’s speech won the fight and for it he de- 
serves a monument.

Herbert Spencer and his disciples are push- 
ing the evolution theory in all possible direc- 
tions. 

Max Muller argues that the three hundred 
dialects of men ‘‘from China to Pera”’ are the 
outcome of a long-continued evolutionary 
process. So, likewise, theolory, as August 
Comte long ago taught in his ‘*Positive Philos- 
ophy,’’ has passed through divers stages of 
development from Tetichism to Monathism. 
Moncure Conway, who has achieved asplen- 
did reputation as a London literateur, is 
applying the same theory to the governments 
of the worlu. Thus this blind, unconscious 
force called evolution has been working 
through all time and space. Now developing 
arrhythmic solar system from primeval fire- 
mist, according to La Place—then a Shakes- 
peare ora Piato from an unsightly mudfish, 
according to Darwin; and then again, a Louis 
the XIV imperialism from a six-nation In- 
dian confederacy, according to Mr. Conway. 

This gentleman is a Virginian by birth and 
education, the eldest son of an old Methodist 
banker of Fredericksburg, who, some years 
ago, expressed his deep regret that his learned 
boy had drifted from orthodoxy into so many 
theological vagaries. 

Mr. Conway claims that, whereas, the 
American government has been built up by 
successive revolutions, the English govern- 
ment has attained its present development by 
a continuous process of evolution. It strikes 
us that this theory of Mr. Conway is Hatly 
contradicted by the lessons of history. 

Starting with the era of the Norman con- 
quest, the mother countryjhas been periodi- 
cally shaken by the throes of violent political 
disturbances from Berwick-on- he-Tweed to 
Land’s Endin Cornwall). What with the 

cing John with the barons—the 
War of the Roses—the long and bitter contests 
of the Cromwellian period—-the revolution of 
1688 and lesser upheavals down to the reign 
ofthe Third George—there were few inter- 
vals of rest from revolutionary violence. 
t Some of Mr. Conway’s collateral statements 
are highly suggestive and worthy of careful 
consideration. He iis right in saying that the 
monarchic feature in the existing British con- 
stitution is of the least imaginable consequence. 
Victoria, the empress of India, has less politi- 
tal power than Benjamin Harrison, the presi- 
dent of the United States. And what is vastly 
more important, personal liberty and property 


rights are Jess jealously guarded in the great | 


republic of tle west than iv insular Britain. 
These matters deserve to be pondered by the 
Fourth of July orators when they descant on 
inalienable rights and what else may lend 
wings to their imagination. 


Meeting a few days ago with Hon. W. L. 
Scruggs, our minister tothe United States. of 
Colombia, he said: ‘‘What books are you 
reading at this time?’’ I replied: ‘My read- 
ing just now is miscellaneous. I skim the 
best reviews and magazines, and am now, ' as 
froin boyhood, a diligent student of newspaper 
literature. I have no disposition, however, to 
neglect the old standard writers, for I find 
them stii! more instructive and not less enter- 
taining than the most popular authors of more 
recent times.” ‘'That,”’ he rejoined, “is my 
own experience, and still to keep abreast with 
the progress of science and learning, we must 
needs give a share of our atteution to current 
literature.”’ 

I was sorry to learn that he was <oon to leave 
for his post of duty in. South America. This 
he does regretfully, for he greatly loves his 
native south, and still feels that ae, is his |; 
home. , 

Colonel Scruggs is an accomplished jourtal: 


ist as well as a skillful diplomatist. His re 
tirement from journalism has not cured his 
“itech for writing.’ He still makes occasional 
contributions to leading magazines, and he is 
seriously contemplating the en of some 
of these in book form. 

In a late number of The Hagazine of Amer- 
ican’History he has a most readable historical 
sketch of ‘‘The Monroe Doctrine.” While lr 
does not withhold proper credit from Mr. Mon- 
roe for the first pronounced official declaration 
on this subject, he properly claims that the 
gerin of this doctrine existed as far back as the 
administration of Washington. 

He inveighss sharply against the Clayton¢ 
Bulwer treaty of 1850 as an unwise coucession 
to Great Britain in the Honduras matter, and 
also with reference to the Nicaragua canal. 

When this “Penciling”’ shall see the light 
Minister Scruggs may be well on his way to 
his South American home at Carracas, the 
capital of Colombia.

In 1851 and 1852 I had a law Office, in con- 
nection with my editorship of The LaGrange 
Reporter, over the Pullen & Cox corner of the 
public square of LaGrange. Jim Towers and 
Graves Swanson had oftices on the same floor. 
At the time that splendid jurist, Hon. Edward 
Young Hill, was the circuit judge, anda fre- 
quent and always welcome visitor in our 
otlices. If Judge Hill was not bornin the 
purple, he was none the less like 
his brother> Hon. Joshua Hill, a 
born gentleman. If he had faults, they re- 
sulted in a large degree from a _ tem- 
perainent that made hima social lion anda 
delightful conversationalist. But, for all this, 
he was on the bench a Mansfield without the 
prudisiiness—I might have said the selfish- 
ness—of the great English chief justice. I 
saw much of him during my two years’ resi- 
denco in LaGrange, and when afterwards, as a@ 
member of the Georgia conierence, I atteuded 
its annual session in 1855, I wasthe guest of 
himself and family with my old friend, Rev. 
John W. Burke, as a room mate. Never were 
two itinerants better domiciled. Mrs. Hill 
was a sister of that great Baptist preacher. 
Liev. John E, Dawson. Her children were all 
gifted, and especially the oldest son, Edward 
Young Hill, Jr. He was a lawyer, and I 
think at one time,the solicitor general of hits 
circuit. Hisintellectual bent, however, was 
towards literature. He was, for a time, the 
able editor of. Vhe LaGrange Keporter, and on 


the army, and fell during the seven days’ fight 
around Richmond. His younger brothet, 
Dawson, was likewise a gallant confederate 
officer. Major Dan Speer informs me that the 
last glimpse he had of Dawson wasin the 
Sharpsburg tightas he went under the hill 
brandisuing his sword in some gallant charge. 

Judge Hili died about the beginning of the 
struggle, and so was taken fromthe evil to 


come,

A. Plea for Intensive Farming in the 
South, 


IN THE PAST, 


What a Few Progressive Farmers Have 
Done with the Intensive 
System. 


In the history of agriculture, as handed 
down from legends, when our fallen race had 
been ejected irom the delightsome garden, and 
the unaiterable fiat had been issued, to earn 
bread by the sweat of the face, then the culti- 
vation of the soil was inaugurated. 

The tirst known implements for breaking 
the ground, forthe planting of seeds, were 
crude plows fashionéd from sharpened prongs 
of wood, and, later on as the art advanced, 
more effective plows were made by the addi- 
tion of pointed pieces of iron attached to tho 
wood.

It is generally sdualtied that the deeper 
the subsoil is broken the greater the absorp- 


tion of rainfalls, and the more moisture will 


be retained and heid in reserve for the supply 
ef the crops when the summer droughts are 
on, and also, the greater the absorption of 
these rainfalls the less the soil is liable to es- 
cape to the water courses, and every intelli- 
gent and practical farmer must admit that 
the deep breaking of the grounds, especially 
in our stiff and arid ciay jiands, is the great 
desideratum. 

Kivery practical tiller of the soil will admit 
that if constant moisture can . be secured 
through the dry seasons that a correspouding 
quanthy of fertilizers can be  ap- 
piied profitably to the growing crops, and the 
greater the range aud amount of nutriment 
consumed by the searching rootlets the more 
powerful and perfect the plant will imature, 


and consequently the greater the production | 


of crops. 

We make the unqualified assertion, upon 
sure and scientific principles, thatan acre of 
land may be persuaded, under favorable cir- 
cuustances, to produce ten, twenty and even 
thirty-fold more of valuable crops than the 
saine grounds would under unfavorable circnm- 
stances, andthat such lands under favorable 
cultivation and circumstances wiil continue 
to increase in value from year to year, instead 
of wearing and wasting away by the ordinary 
cheap and destructive poor culture, 

. We claim that by the intensive system we 
can correct and change this wasteful and ruin- 
ous drain upon the lands and the pockets of 
the faraner and start him on the sure road to 
success aud prosperity, that by this change 
increase will take che place of decrease, that 
by the adoptton of the intensive system the 
farmer wiil soon tind himseif on the sure road 
to prosperity.

Mr. Watterson ©n the Situation. 

Mr. Watterson’s article, ‘Straws,”’ in the 
October numberof The North American Re- 
view, is aremarkably subtle analysis of the 
political situation from the standpoint of a 
«dlemocrat. 

A good part of his article is taken up with 
oroving in an interesting sortof talk that 
‘eaders in national politics are accidents. On 
that line he gives some reminiscent sidelights 
on the nomination of famous presidents, from 
Polk down. <A good deal of space is devoted 
to the Cleveland-Hill imbroglio in New York, 
and its effects upon national politics. He 
thinks that the pronounced success ef Camp- 
bell, in Ohio, Boies, in Iowa, or Pattison, in 
Pennsylvania, might settle the question of the 
nomination and dispose of the New York quar- 
rel effectually. Lacking such a fortuitous set- 
tlement, the question would be likely to pro- 
voke trouble in the national convention of next 
year. His semarks on the relation of Cleve- 
land and Hil! aresubstantially the same as the 
views expressed in his letter to Governor Hill 
some montis ago. 

Having disposed of the personal part of the 
situation, Mr. Watterson settles down to the 
issues with earnestness, and in this part, his 
article is most luminous. He speaks of the 
tariff issue briefly, but very strongly, charac- 
terizing Blaine’s reciprocity scheme as a “‘sig- 
nal of distress.”’ 

From the tariff he turns to the money ques- 
tion, which will be the most difficult for the 
next democratic convention to settle. On this 
he takes a middle ground, and prophesies that 
next year’s platform will be oneof mutual 
coucession by the two extremes on this point. 

What he saysis worth reading, and this part 
of his article is given in full: 

“If American statesmanship had any se- 
quence to it, and parties were governed by any 
fixed, known, and reasonable laws, this ques- 
tion would have been determined by the de- 
feat of Mr. Cleveland and the subsequent 
enactment of the McKinley tariff law. In 
1888 the fight was made by the democrats dis- 
tinctly on the tariff. It was made, as the pol- 
iticians say, ‘‘on principle.’”” Those who made 
it gave reasons for the faith that was in them; 
and these 1easons areas good now as they 
were then. They are better; because the Mc- 
Kinley actis an intensification of all which 
the advocates of revenue reform bave held 
hurtful to the country. If its predecessor 
was bad, it is worse, andif it was wise and 
just to attack the former, it ought to be stil] 
wiser and more just to attack the latter. 

‘Yn truth, the conflict between a revenue 


tariff and a protective tariff—between those - 


who maintain that the government has no 
constitutional right of taxation except to raise 
the moneys needed for itsown support, and 
those who maintain that taxation ought to be 
adjusted so as to favor certain classes and in- 
terests—is an irrepressible conflict. It consti- 
tutes an issue which will down at no man’s 
bidding. Mr. Blaine’s scheme of reciprocity, 
designed by that astute party leader at once as 
a flank movement against the democrats and a 
bridge for free-trade republicans, is a procla- 
mation of weakness, a signal of distress, as 
notable as it is bold. Reciprocity is simply 
free trade in broken doses, and surrenders the 
whole case of protectionasa dogma. But it 
will not serve the purpose of its authorif the 
democrats are equal tothe emergency and to 
their duty. This latteristo stand by their 
guns and to fight it out on the line of 1888 un- 
til they have substituted a revenue tariff, ona 
peace fouting, for the present protective tariff, 
with its high scale of war duties. 

“Just here we encounter an obstacle which 
ought to have no place in our party politics, 
and has none in the party politics of any other 
country. There is always from certain quar- 
ters aclamor for ‘more money,” and at the 
prisent moment this takes the form of a de- 
niand for‘**more silver.’”’ The terms “free 
coinage’ and ‘‘unlimited coinage” are trolled 
from stump tostump with a volubility only 
too significant of the absence of information, 
whilst resolution after resolution is passed by 
county meetings and district conventions from 
which an intelligent explanation might be 
sought in vain. 

The question of coinage isa very complica- 
ted question. It is not national, but interna- 
tional. There is not, and never has _ been, 
any fixed relation between gold and siiver. 
Our own coinage act isan experiment. Any 
ameudment to it must be experimental. 
Those who talk the loudest commonly know 
the least. They ride the waves of popular 
prejudice unconcious of the depths below. A 
few simple, sailent facts, however,are obvious. 
The country must have enough money to tran- 
sactits business, and as the national-bank 
notes are withdrawn, they must be replaced 
by some form of circulating medium. Thus 
thus far silver or silver certificates have sup- 
ae this need, and the cry is ‘‘more.” The 

ebtor thinks that with “more” he can pay 
his debts. The creditor fears that ‘“‘more’’ 
means merely a flood of debased money, and 


. Mhe loss or abridgement of his claim. ‘ Mean- 
while the demagogue, with varying degrees of 


ignorance and resonance, divides his time be- 
tween noisy extremism and confused hair- 
splitting, intelligible only to followers as ig- 
norant and excited as himseif. 

‘*Dnring the last session of congress the force 
bill gave a great impetus to the silver move- 
ment. By the aid of the silver republicans in 
the senate, the democrats were enabled to de- 
feat that obnoxious measure. Turn about 
proved, in this instance, fair play, and the re- 
sult was that many democrats voted for the 
[ree-coinage act whocould not have brought 
the consent of their judgment thereto as a de- 
tached or originai proposition. As a conse- 
quence, we have a tolerably life-sized division 
me pemee on the subject within the democratic 


a do not believe that either sideto this 
€ ontroversy.is likely to get just what it expects. 
There is less to be fgared by the one class, and 
to be hoped by the other, than they think. As 
usual, the mean, middle ground will be found 
safest, and in theend it will prevail. But, 
truly, if the skies should rain silver, if silver 
do.iars shox’? Se heaped upin the valleys, so 
that those who are making such an ado abonit 
more money could fill their sacks and baskets, 
aud could cartit away with them, it would, 
under our unequal tariff system, soon find its 
way back to the present custodiansof thé 
wealth of the couutry, leaving the tax-ridden 
farmer as poor as ever. 

“If the democratic party allows an experi- 
mental question like this, a question on which 
Wwe are not agreed, toanake a breach for the 
republicans to march through, and relegates 
to second place a greafquestion like revenue 
r3form, on which we have had our travail, and 
are at last u.ited, it will weet defeat, and will 
rchly deserve it. 

‘But I do not believe anything of the sort.

Modern Women of Turkey. 

This article by Osman Bey, is calculated to 
open our eyes about Turkey. The writer of 
the article is the son of an officer of the Turk- 
ish government, and appears to bea man of 
wide acquaintance with the world. He went 
to college at Constantinople, and continued 
his education at Geneva, in Switzerland, and 
at Columbia college, New York. 
quence, he has the degrees of A. B., B. 8. and 
M. D. as a collegiate equipment. In addition 
to this, he is spending some time in this coun- 
try, studying our institutions, especially mu- 
nicipal government, and will follow that with 
a thorough study of public affairs in Europe. 
He speaks six languages, and, at theage of 
thirty-three, has a remarkable equipment for 
an embryo statesman of the Ottoman em- 
pire, 

His article appears to be surprisingly free 
and candid in the discussion of the customs of 
his country. He makesit appear that the 
women of Turkey are vety much like the 
women of other countnes, and conduct them- 
selves very much in the same way. At the 
outset he makes the distinction between Turks 
and Armenians. ae are Ottomans, but the 
Turk is a Muhammedan and the Armenian is 
a Christian. Also, the Turks are countenanced 
by their religion in the practice of polygamy, 
while an Armenian must be the husband of 
one wife. The Turkish lady, also, must wear 
a veil. 

Two considerations are abolishing polygamy. 
The law rteqaites polygamists to provide a sep 
arate home for each wife, ‘‘and even then,’’ 
says the writer, “they aré not allowed as 
many Wives as your Mormons are.” Thir ex- 
pense prevents most men from being polyga- 
mists, and education is removing it from the 
higher classes. 

A iairideaof the article may be had from 
the following description of a visit of some la- 
dies to his father’s house: 

“Of late years American ladies have often 
come to me in Constantinople with introduc- 
tions from friends in America, and urgent re- 
quests to be presented tothe ladies of my 
father’s harem. ‘These glimpses into the 
home of a modern Turkish gentleman inya- 
riably proved a revelation to them, and they 
have always departed with mingled feelings of 
surprise and disappointment. 

“They expected to enter a hall with no 
chairs or tables, but a profusion of rugs and 
cushions, a turbaned man sitting cross-legged 
in one corner, smoking his long pipe, while 
his numerous wives sang and danced for his 
enjoyment. Instead, they find a salon fur- 
nished entirely in the European style, with 
costly Turkish rugs, fine pictures and bric-a- 
brac galore. Instead of ‘acrowd of women 
wearing baggy trousers and talking an out- 
landish tongue,’ they meet acharming lady 
(the only wife of their host) and her three 
daughters, all dressed according to the latest 
styles from London, and ail speaking fluently 
Freneh as wellas English. Inf fact, with the 
exception of the eastern luxury of their sur- 
roundings, and the oriental warmth of their 
hospitality, everything is thoroughly Euro- 
pean. 

“Our American guests, however, soon forget 
their disappointment. They are charmed; 
they are fascinated. The topic of conversa- 
tion naturally drifts toward America, and they 
are amazed to find their hostess and her 
daughters quite familiar with the names of 
Harrison and Baby McKee, McAllister and 
his ‘four,hundred,’ and perfectly at home about 
matters of New York society and the season at 
Newport or Tuxedo. All three sisters play 
the piano with an exquisite touch. One of 
them plays the violen as well, while the other 
twocan sing. Having gone through their rep- 
ertoire of French and German music, they all 
join in singing ‘The Star Spangled Banner,’ 
which they have learned from the ladies of 
the American legation. The guests then visit 
the sewing room, where they examine the 
paintings and kodak ‘instanters’ of these Turk- 
ish ladies, Having finally taken a drive on 
tricycles through the park, they are treated to 
some tea, served bya dainty Turkish maid, 
but in thoroughly Mg lish fashion. 

“I admit, though, thatit is not so with all 
Turkish homes. Nevertheless, it is an unde- 
niable fact that thisis the style of life to which 
the women of Cairo and Constantinople, thanks 
to their present higher education, are drifting. 
During the last.decade we, like the Japanese, 
have been absorbing a perfect craze for Euro- 
pean and American customs and ideas. But, 
unlike the Japanese, our craze is tempered by 
the conservative and immutable laws of our 
religion. The Turkish gentleman, if he de- 
sires, may marry only one wife, and have Ex 
glish, French or German governesses for his 
children. Within the sacred precincts of their 
home, the wife and daughters may dress in 
Worth gowns, give receptions to ladies (only 
ladies) and drive or ride on horseback, in their 
own private park, like any lady on Rotten 
Row. But when it comes to their outside life, 
where they are in view of strangers and the 
public in general, then Islamism steps in, 
and Lady Fontan, of Constantinople, has to 
halt, while Miss Chrysanthemum, of Tokio, 
goes away ahead of her.’’ 

While this may be very readable to the Eu- 
repean and American, there is a note in this 
article which must grate harshly on the ear of 
an’ enlightened and patriotic citizen of the Ot- 
toman empire; Itis a melancholy sight, this 
breaking away from the ideas of his own coun- 
try. 

This would be attributed toa breadth of 
view somewhat above mere imitation, if he 
did not appear to take pleasure in the substi- 
tution of furniture of European manfacture for 
the exquisite products of the east. That spirit 
which discards the products of its own country 
in order to substitute those of some other peo- 
ple will not do much to build up a civilization. 
It is an enlightened, cosmopolitan spirit which 
takes the best things of the world wherever it 
finds them, butit is avery different spirit 
which throws away something good thet was 
made at home to substitute something from 
abroad which is no better or not so good. 

The New Desert Lake. 

By the same means that Captain Eads used 
to deepen the channel of the Mississippi, it is 
possible for engineering skill toadd to the 
public domain territory nearly equal to Con- 
necticut. 

When the newspapers announced early last 
summer that the Colorado river had overflow- 
ed its banksand madea lake in the famous 
Colorado desert, in the southern part of Cali- 
fornia, the idea of most people was that it was 
an unheard of phenomenon, and that there 
was nothing in the past history of the river to 
explain i€. 

The fact is, that something similar occurred 
in 1849, and for two years a temporary lake 
was created. Eventually, however, its com- 
munication with the Colorado river was cut 
off, and the water of the new lake all evapor- 
ated. This year’s lake so far remains, but the 
outlook is that unless artificial means are taken 
to prevent it, the accumulation of sand and 
silt deposited by the river, will gradually cut 
off the channel of communication and leave 
the lake to be dried up by evaporation. 

John Bonner contributes to The Cosmopoli- 
tan an interesting article on this lake. He ex- 
piainsthat water marks show jhe head of the 
Gulf of California to have been several hund- 
red miles farther northward several hundred 
years ago. The supposition is that the deposit, 
continually made where the river came to a 
standstill in salt water, was turned to the west 
by some wind or other accident, and the water, 
following the line of least resistance, veered 
over to the eastside of the channel, just as 
the Mississippi moves from side to side, form- 
ing lagoons and bayous. By this process, it is 
supposed, a dumping ground of river silt grad-

The practical question that comes up is, can 
this opening into the lake bed be kept open, 
80 that the Colorado river will continue to sup- 
ply it with water’? 

Where the stream broke through last June, 
itswept away the fringe of trees that lined 
the river and rapidly made its way through the 
sand, Ajlake ten miles wide and thirty miles 
long was soon created, and if the passage could 
be kept open by jetties, such as Captain Hads 
put in the Mississippi river, or by some other 
engineering device, the nqw body of water 
would be permanent. 

What is a matter of greater interest, the 
whole desert, with an area of 4,000 square 
miles, or four-fifths the territory of, Connecti- 
cut and more than equal to that of Delaware 
and Khode Island put together, could be made 
to blossom asthe rose. The analysis of the 
soil of the Colorado desert, made by the expe- 
dition sentout by Jefferson Dayis when he 
was secretary of war, showed thatthe soil is 
fertile, and only needs water to make it exceed- 
ingly productive. 

The Colorado river, at its normal volume, 
discharges 10,000 cubic feet of water per sec- 
ond, and as one cubic foot of water per second 
has been found sufficient to irrigate a square 
mile, the whole face of this desert, covering 
4,000 square miles, could be made to blossom, 
by taking from the river 4,000 cubic feet per 
second, or only four-tenths of the water which 
flows between its banks.

Recent 
expériments are also mentioned.

THE PREVALENCE OF DIPHTHERIA. 


It Is Especially Common Among the Young 
Who Live in Damp Valleys. 
From The Youth's Companion. 
The Milroy lectures this vear were on the natu- 


ral history and prevalence of diphtheria. The lec- | 
turer gave it as his opinion that soil and geolog- | 


ical formation have something to do with its 
prevalence; that it is especially common in damp 
valleys, and that in England it is most prevalent 
during the last three months of the vear. 

The greater number of the persons attacked are 


between two and twelve years of age, and the lia- | 


bility is greatest between two and five years. 

Many attacks of diphtheria are accompanied by 
Simple sore throat and tonsilitis, and many ap- 
parentiv simple attacks of sore throat have really 
an infectious character. The same fact has been 
noted on thissice of the Atlantic. 

Some physicians look on diphtheria and scarlet 
fever aS modifications of the same disease, and 
the occurrence of both at the same time in the 


Bame itamily seems at first sight to countenance | 


isview. Butthe theory is disproved by the 
entire absence of diphtheriain several thousand 
cases of scurict fever treated in the London feve 
hospital. 

The probable explanation of the occurrence of 
both in the same iamily 1s that the condition of 
the throat in a family affected by Sscarlatina af- 
fords asoil favorable for the reception of the 
diphtheritic poison. 

When diphtheria does occur in connection with 
scariatina, it is almost always as a sequel to it. 
So, too, the sore throats, due to bad hygienic sur- 
roundings and imperfect drainage, furnish excel- 
lent soil for diphtheritic microbes. 

Many cases of dliphthecia end unexpectedly in 
fatal heart failure, sometimes when the patient 
has seemed ina fair way to recovery. In such 
casesja post-mortem exainination reveals oa fatty 
and granular degeneration of the muscular fibers 
of the heart. 

This fact emphasizes the need of prompt treat- 
ment to secure the speediest pousible recovery. It 
follows, too, that in all cases, until complete re- 
covery, everything should be avoided which makes 
demands on the heart, a very slight effort being 
often fatai; and that the physician should always 
make a careful examination of the heart, and ad- 
vise accordingly.

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WILD GIRL. 


Captured in Australfa. 


Austral Asia, or New Holland, is the largest 

island continent inthe world. Its shores are but 
little known and never visited, except -by sailors 
who are driven there by storm. On a hot and sul- 
try day in August, 187s, the good ship Ben Frank- 
lin, Captain Joel Springer, master, V lying in 
a dead calm off of the isie of Rue Buck Bay. The 
ship was water vacant (a term used at sea when 
the cask gives out). The captain ordered a boat 
ashore for a cask of fresh water, five Sailors being 
detailed for this duty. After rowing for about 
one hour, they reached the shore, and discovered 
a brook which babbled from the rocks 
near a shady hillside, As they were about to fill 
the cask, one of the sailors dropped the tin drink- 
ing cup, which he held to his lips, and uttered a 
piercing shriek, His companions stood askance 
atthe cause of the sudden emotion, and as they 
turned about were horrified to behold, partially 
hidden behind the rocks a number of wild men 
and also a wild girl. Those wild people were of 
short stature, averaging;about thre efeet in height 
andappe.red of slender build. The little wild 
men, a8 wellas the sailors, seemed entirely un-’ 
prepared for this meeting. They uttered some 
outlandish yell and started onarun. ‘The sailors, 
who were spellbuund for the moment, re- 
gained their senses and started in hot 
pursuit. Seeing the sailors + tgpt ewer 
upon them, the wild people turned about 
and began to attack them, Notwithstanding the 
great strength of the sailors, it seemed for a time 
as if the srail wild people would be too much for 
them, However, aiter a severe strup- 
gle, the wiid men were overpowered, two of their 
number being killed. The remaining two men 
and girl were taken board of the rowboat and so 
transferred to the ship. The captain, upon tearn- 
ing of the encounter, praised the sailors for their 
pluck and courage. te changed the ship's course 
and headed for Liverpool, England, intending to 
dispose of the wild people to the British museum. 
Upon arrival at Liverpool, it was learned that the 
Lritish museum did not entertain any otber than 
inanimate subjects, so the captain was compelled 
to dispose of the wild people to a syndicate 0 
exhibitors,who were holding shows in Manchester, 
Engiand, Soon thereafter Il’. ; 
heard ~of-the wild -people and made ar- 
rangements to ~-have them brought to 
America. Duriug the voyage to this country, the 
two wild men were taken sick aboard the ship and 
died before reaching these shores, levving the 
wild girl alone, with no one to understand her 
Strange language. She lives and dreains in total 
darkness without the knowledge of God, mother 
and home. There is one single comfort for her. 
The matron having her in charge exacts perfect 
obedience, She submits to her kindly control, 
obeying her every command without a murmur, 
She stands three teet and nine inches in height, 
and weighs thirty-nine pounds. Her head is se 
small that an ordinary drinking cup will cover it. 
She eats nothing but raw meats, raw vegetables 
and drinks nothing but water. She never lies 
down, sleeping erect. She has been pronounced 
to be the missing link in Darwin's theory—be- 
tween man and brute creation. She_is alive and 
will be on exhibition at the exposition grounds.

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THE FIRST SKIRMISH 


over the Lottery Question in New 
Orleans, 


THE STATE CENTRAL COMMITTEE 


To Arrange the Date of the N ominating 
Convention—The New Rules 
That Were Adopted. 


New ORLEANS, October 17.—New Orleans 
has been given up the greater portion of the 
week to politics, the occasion being the meet- 
ing of the democratic state central committee 
to arrange the date of the nominating conven- 
tion, and the rules governiaog the election of 
delegates to it. It was the first skirmish over 
the lottery question, and was watched with a 
great deal of interest, as evidence of the 
strength of the two factions. The meeting 
wasa decided success for the ‘‘pros,’’ or that 
wing of the lottery in favor of adjusting the 
amendment extending the charter of the lot- 
tery company. They organized andcontrolled 
the committee, and adopted the rules agreed 
on, and did, indeed, whatever they wanted. 

These new rules adopted are of great im- 
portance, and will make a material change in 
the political situation in Louisiana. The first 
and most important makes the democracy 
a white party, and requires the election 
of all delegates by white primaries. This 
was absolutely necessary, for the party in 
many parishes was rapidly becoming a negro 
one. In a number of the parishes the ne- 
groes are allowed to vote at democratic pri- 
maries or elections, and, as they have a ma- 
jority of the votes, they actually control the 
party’s action. A handful of white menin 
Onachita or Plaquemines parish, controlling 
the negro vote, are able to manage the dem- 
ocracy. Under the present system, the negro 
parishes control the democratic party ; that is, 
the 20,000 white voters in these parishes ab- 
solutely out vote the 100,000 in the white dis- 
tricts, having a majority in the state conven- 
tion. 

The other rule is that those who participate 
in the democratic primaries shall sign a pledge 
to vote the democratic ticket for president 
and congressmen. This, it is thought. will 
crowd many members of the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance out, as the alli- 
ance may, and probably will, put up 
independent candidates for congress next year. 

The question of a white primary to settle 
the lottery question is becoming more and more 
improbable, for while both factions pretend to 
favor it, it seems impossible to arrive at any 
terms on which they can unite or agree. 

The new sugar bounty law has been found 
not to work well so far, and some changes in 
it are absolutely necessary. The government 
has appointed no inspectors or weighers in the 
parishes, so that the planters have to send 
their sugar to New Orleans to be weighed. 
Here the work progresses so slowly that it will 
take until next summer to make a thorough 
inspection. In the meantime, none of the 
sugar can be sold, and the planters are thus 
left without bounty and unable to sell their 
crop. The sugar exchange heid a meeting to 
complain, and a committee was appointed to 
confer with the internal revenue oiticials and 
see what changes were necessary in the rules 
and regulations to expedite the inspection. 

Although the trial of the pugilists Warren 
and McCarthy for fighting before the Olympic 
Club has shown that it isimpossible to secure a 


verdict against glove fights in New Orleans, j 


the grand jury has not given up, but makes 
the matter the subject of a special message to 
Judge Marr, in which it declares that there is 
no difference between prize tights and the so- 
called glove tights. It recommends that the 
legis!ature be appealed to and asked,to extend 
the law so as to prohibit pugilistic encounters 
of ail kinds. 

The grand jury is also after the poolrooms 
savagely, declaring them the worst form of 
gambimg known and the most pernicious in 
their effects. It declares that it is desirous of 
finding some way of reaching them under the 
law but could not do so, and thinks the legisla- 
ture ought to interfere in this matter also. 

The mayor has finally settled the ques- 
tion of the crypt of the discalced nuns 
with a veto. The matter was a most 
important one, and aroused great interest, 
there being a certain tinge of religion in it. 
The discalced or barefooted nuns have a con- 
vent in the center of the city, on Rampart 
street, and asked permission of the city coun- 
cil to be buried therein, on the ground that 
their religious rules required it. The people 
of the neighborhood objected to having a cem- 
eterv inihe heart of the city, and entereda 
protest. Several influential Catholics called 
on the council in support of the nuns’ request, 
while the neighbors presented a counter pro- 
test, signed by a hundred doctors, saying that 
intramural cemeteries were unhealthy and 
should not. be tolerated. The council, how- 
ever, granted the request, but the mayor 
vetoed it, thereby settling the matter. The 
discussion of the question has called atten- 
tion to the fact that there are half a dozen 
cemeteries in the heart of the _ city, 
and in some of its best residence por- 
tions. The council will be called on 
to prohibit additional interments in them, and 
to arrange, atasearly a day as possible, for 
their abolition, and the removal of the dead in 
them to the suburban graveyards. 

The rice combine, which was organized a 
short time ago, of all the rice mills 1n the cit 
except one,has fallen through. The mills whic 
were doing the largest business found that 
they were losing by the combine in order to 
support the smaller and less profitable mills, 
aud determined to retire from the pool, and 
this, of course, broke it up. 

The orange crop this year will be one of the 
largest ever raised in Louisiana, if not the 
largest. It is so abundant in Plaquemines 
parish that the farmers -have been compelied 
to place supports under the trees to hold the 
branches up. One planter, Mr. Bradish John- 
son, got $40,000 cash for his crop of 200 acres. 
This was paid in advance, before an 
orange was gathered, the purchaser taking 
all the risks, and gathering the crop. 

It will be a little late this year and it will 
not be harvested before the end of October, 
but there seems to be no danger of any injury 
to it. 

The firemen’s festival was a great affair, 
Some 10,000 persons attending it each day, Sun- 
day and Monday. 

ohn Duffy, the well-known gambler, sui- 
cided Monday, as the result of a prolonged 
spree. He was one of the best known men in 
New Orleans. He kept the most palatial 
gambling saloon here for years, and accumu- 
lated quite a large fortune in it, but retired 
sone years ago to live on his property. 
Whenever he got drunk his idea was suicide 
and he had to be watched; but this time he 
was not watched closely enough and managed 
to make way With himself. He had been try- 
ing for a week to sober up, but, finding it im- 
possible, solved the problemJn this very com- 
plete manner. 

Heury Shepherd, an old Orleanian, died at 
Shepherdstown this week of paralysis. His 
uncle, k. D. Suepherd, was tie wan who saved 
the life of the famous old Israelite, Judah 
Touro, at the battle of New Orleahs. Shepherd 
thought no more of the matter, and was nota 
little surprised to learn on Touro’s death that 
he had been left the old man’s entire tortune, 
amounting toover a million dollars, except 
enough to establish the Touro infirmary and 
the Touro synagogue. This became the basis 
of one of the largest fortunesin the country, 
Miss Shepherd marrying Mr. Brooks, of Boston, 
and the property passing tothe Brooks. heirs. 
The estate was the largest in New Orleans, 
and was managed by Henry Shepherd, who, 
himself was a rich man, and whois noted for 
cartrying on for yearsa most persistent suit 
against the city to compel it to recognize its 
: ; ante-bellum debt, in which he was success- 

ul, 

It seems to ve pretty well established that 
the Carrollton ra arts system will at an early 
date operate electric cars on its road in place 
of mule, reducing the time to Carro!lton from 
one hour to twenty minutes. The change is 
expected to give a great impetus to the upper 
portion of the city. There is a great craze 
here to move uptown, and even the creoles, 
who never before moved out of the French 
quarter, are struck by it, Nearly all the 
available locations have been taken, and the 
time to get up there terfered 
with the .

Which a Louisiana Negro Put Great 
Faith In. 


DEVELOPING THE IRON INDUSTRIES. 


The Scheme Quashed by the Alien Land 
Law of Texas—Other Gossip 
of Interest. 


Datias, Tex., October 17.—[Special.]— 
Today, as THe CoNnstTITUTION correspondent 
was searching for some news, he ran across @ 
curious mass of rags, hair, herbs, pieces of 
watch spring and several bird claws in a 
yellow looking bag about the size of a pocket- 
book, in the possession of the keeper of the 
Dallas police station. Upon questioning, the 
station keeper said the mysterious thing was @ 
‘hoodoo bag’’ belonging to a yeilow negro 
named Simon Pegee, who was fresh from the 
cornfields of Ascension parish, Louisiana, 
but was arrested in M@allas on the 
charge of burglary, and is now con- 
fined in the calaboose awaiting trial. 

Your correspondent took the voodoo bag 
and sought an explanation of the mysterious 
contents from Simon, through the latticed 
bars of his cell. 

Upon the whole, he attributed infinite 
powers to the magic charms of the wonderful 
bag; he said it had never failed to clear him 
of trouble, and it had imparted to 
him the powers of healing, fortune tell- 
ing, etc. 

“If your voodoo bag possesses all power, 
why does it not bring you relief by unlocking 
the cell door and allowing you to go free?” 
queried the correspondent.

‘How do you go about getting together the 
material for another ?’’ 

“T first prays for power to get another, then 
I set about, after I think the spirit has taken 
hold of me, to get some woolen rags and the 
steel from a watch spring of a person who I 
know to be charmed, some of his or her hair, 
and then the claws of acertain kind of bird 
and certain herbs, all of which it takes to 
make up a voodo bag.”’ 

‘What kind of herbs, and what 
bird claws do you get?” 

“T must not tell that. It is a secret that 
would lose its charm if it was known by other 
people.”’ 

“What kind of people are fbuckra people?” 

“Oh, they is people known in- Luoisiana as 
having one-eighth nigger blood and the rest 
white blood. They is always possessed of a 
bad spirit, and I has known people to perish 
slowly away when they gitsmad at ‘em. 
Their bite is as bad as a blue guin nigger.’’ 

“Why is it that you do not have 
a rabbit’s foot in your voodoo bag ?”’ 

‘Oh, a rabbit's foot, has the most power 
when it is worn close to the heart, see?” 

And he drew out of his bosom a little wad of 
red flannel which, when unwound, revealed a 
dried rabbit foot. 

Strange being! A bright and intelligent 
appearing negro, but he pins more faith to 
his encharmed voodoo bag than he does to any 
other known power, 

The Alien Land Law. 

The alien land Jaw of Texas, which has 
heretofore been mentioned in these dispatches, 
is an all-absorbing topic among legal ques- 
tions. ; 

The two first cases to come up for adjadica- 
tion under this law were decided against it. 
And in the opinion of the judges, both em- 
inent and learned jurists, the law is null, 
void and inoperative on account of reciprocal 
relations existing with other countries, and at 
variance with the constitution of the state of 
Texas. 

Since the measure became a law last spring, 
it has had a. most depressing and damaging 
effect upon the financial business of Texas. 

A company of gentlemen associated them- 
selves inastock company to build furnaces 
and develop the vast ironindustries at Liano, 
Tex. Todothis avast outlay was necessary. 
They could not get tie moneyin Texas, as 
nobody had it. Their representative went on 
to New York, but times were blue on Wall 
street and the money could not be obtained 
there. He wenton to England and was just 
closing up the deed by whicha million and 
a half of British money would have 
been furnished to develop dormant industries 
in Texas, but acablegram announced that no 
aliens cou!d own land in Texas; hence the 
deal was quashed, and today the iron movwn- 
tains of Llano remain in the same state in 
which the annexation of the republic of Texas 
to the United States found them. 

A company of local capitalists was formed 
last spring to build a railroad from Graham,in 
Young county, through Dallas and Fort 
Worth to tap the caitle, grain, cotton, lumber, 
iron and manufacturing beit of Texas and ter- 
minate at Alexandria, La., giving Dallas and 
other large cities in Texas the benefit of river 
freight rates. British money was necessary to 
consummate the project. It would 
have been readily furnished, but the 
infamous ‘‘Farmers’ Alliance alien land law’’ 
knocked the enterprise in the head. 

Newsy Dallas Notes. 

The anti-subtreasury wing of the Texas al- 
liance is progressing finely and the order is in 
a very healtiiy condition. Its people have the 
backing of the democratic party, for of such 
are its members composed. 

The burning of the racing stables of the 
Texas State Fair Association by no means in- 
terfered with the racing this year, and the fair 
opeved today witha larger attendance than 
ever before. 

There is much excitement in Dallas over 
the warring street railway companies—the 
Dallas Consolidated Traction Railway Com- 
pany and the North Dalias Railway Company. 

Last summer the city council gave the North 
Dallas Street Kailway Company the right of 
way over Evans __ sireet for the 
length of a block, which was occupied 
alfo by the Dallas Consolidated Trac 
tion Company. The -consolidated company 
fought the ordinance of the city council with 
an injunction from Judge Burke's forty-fourth 
judicial district court. Finally the North Dal- 
las Railway Company stolea march on their 
competitors and tried to get down their track 
in the night, but the consolidated company’s 
representatives woke Judge Tucker up at mid- 
night and had aninjuction served onthe North 
Dallas company restraining them from inter 
fering with their tracks. Then all hands went 
to court. 

The city council, however, realizing that 
the forty-fourth judicial court was trying to 
run over them, made a very emphatic demon- 
stration last Saturday night, in which they de- 
tied any court to interfere with anything in 
their territory, and instructed the 
city attorney to draw up an or- 
dinance authorizing the North Dalias 
company to proceed with their track over 
Evans to Commerce, thence down Commerce 
to the city hall and opera house. 

Accordingly last night between 12 and 1 
o’clock the North Dallas company quietly took 
up the east track of the consolidated com- 
pany and laid their connection on Evans 


street. 

The consolidated company is game, and 
this action on the part of the North Dallas 
company will be met, there is no doubt.

John Sherman Again. 

Referring to some extravagant praise be- 
stowed on John Sherman by The Boston 
Herald some time ago, we undertook to 
show that paper that, wholly apart from his 
political bias, Mr. Sherman is utterly un- 
trustworthy asa leader, and we pointed out 
certain false statements in a speech which 
The Herald praised, which could not pos- 
sibly have been the result of ignorance. 
We desire now to call the attention of The 
Herald to a letter written by Mr. Sherman 
in reply to-some statements made by a Mrs, 
Emery. It is not necessary to inquire into 
the merits of the controversy that has 
arisen between the Ohio senator and Mrs. 
Emery. With that we have nothing to do. 
We are concerned chiefly in showing the 
rifts and cracks that appear in John Sher- 
man’s moral nature whenever he under- 
takes to discuss a public question. The fol- 
lowing extract from Sherinan’s letter is in- 
teresting: 

The next “conspiracy” complained of is the al- 
leged demonetization of silver. By the act re 
vising the coinage in 1875 the silver dollar, which 
had been suspended by Jefferson in 1805 and prac- 
bically demonetized in 1873, and suspended by 
minor coins in 1853, and which was issued only in 
later years asa convenient form in which to ex- 
port silver and the whole amount of which from 
the beginning of the government to the passace 
of the act referred to was only $8,000,000. This 
silver dollar was, upon the petition of the legisla- 
ture of California and upon the motion of her 
senators, and by the unanimons vote of both 
houses of congress, without the objection from 
any one, dropped from our coinage and in its 
place was substituted the trade dollar containing 
a few more grains of silver. A few days afterwards, 
Bilver having fallen rapid!y in market prices, 
congress restored the coinage of the silver dollar, 
limiting the amount to not exceeding $4,000,000 
nor less than $2,000,000 a month, and under this 
law in a period of twelve years we issued over 
4,000,000 silver dollars, fifty times the amount 
which had been coined prior to 1872. 

It will be observed that Mr. Sherman 
says that a few ‘‘days” after the act of de- 
monetization ‘‘congress restored the coin- 
age of the silver dollar.’’ This may be a 
typographical error or a slip of the ven, but 
it shows the Sherman touch: it is charac- 

ristic of his disreputablé methods. The 
charge that Mrs. Emery made was that 
the demonetization of silver was a con- 
spiracy which was pushed through con- 
gress without due notice, and that the ma- 
jority of those who voted for it had no idea 
what the result of their votes would be. 
The paragraph which we have quoted from 
Sherman’s letter is intended to leave tlie 
impression that both houses of congress 
were unanimously in favor of demonetizing 
silver. 

In the fiftieth congress Senator Beck 
said: ‘‘What I complain of, and what I 
think I have proved, is that the house never 
knew what was in that bill.’ When the 
demonetization bill was up, ‘“‘the senator 
from Ohio was as silent as the grave on 
that subject.”’ Judge Kelley, of Pennsy}va- 
nia, who was chairman of the house econ- 
mittee which had the demonetization. bil]

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| man. On the 30th of March, 1876, Shermar 
said that the law of 1873 cut off the power 
to issue silver dollars. Twenty-six days af-+ 
terward, he made this declaration: ‘The ac! 
of 1873 did not in the slightest degree de- 
monetize silver.’’ 

What is to be gatherd from all this? 
Simply that John Sherman either cannot or 
is afraid to tell the truth. Will The Boston 
Herald be.kind enough to tell us* what it 
thinks of this record ?

A Story with a Moral. 

The downfall of John Hoey, until recently 
the honored president of the Adams Ex- 
press Company, points a moral which the 
people of this busy age will hardly pause 
to read. 

After the service of half a century—after 
the high trust reposed in him, the confidence 
of the public, the love and esteem of friends, 
he finds himself, in his old age, disgraced 
before the world, with all his sins, kept se- 
cret through the years, laid bare to the 
withering light. 

There are certain technicalities in Hoey’s 
case by which he may escape that prosecu- 
tion which the law would otherwise direct; 
but the fact that he stands, an old man, 
disgraced in the presence of his friends and 
enemies, is punishment enough to sap the 
little life that may remain to him.

In the mad rush for money men quiet their 
consciences as he did, and overstep the 
boundary line between honesty and knavery. 
The ery of ‘‘thief! "is no longer heard 
when moneyed men are caught in the crimi- 
mal net-work. The world has milder names 
for them and more loopholes of escape than 
formerly. It may be said that it almost of- 
fers inducements for men to be dishonest; 
and they listen and hope, and then despair 
and die! 

It all comes home after awhile. Hoey 
covered up his transactions for many years. 
He made thousands of dollars to which he 
had no right, out of the company whose in- 
terests he had pledged his honor to protect. 
He aid not dream of a day of reckoning 
and exposure, and when it came, as all 
such days will come, it crushed him. 

This money devil is a‘devil, indeed; a mer- 
ciless master that makes slaves of freemen 
and scourges them at last with many 
stripes. But there are men who can resist 
its mad temptations, though where one tri- 
umphs hundreds fail. How much better 
for John Hoey, honored and respected as 
he was, to have followed the example of 
that man among men, whose death in New 
York caused recent and general sorrow— 
who, when approached and offered mill- 
ions to countenance fraud, said: ‘I could 
live like a prince on that money; but I 
wonld feel like a rascal!’

Are the Farmers to Blame? 

As our dispatches have stated, the acting 
secretary of state has recently received from 
the British minister at Washington a letter 
relating to packing of cotton intended for 
shipment. In his letter the minister refers 
to the great riskto human life which has 
been shown to exist from the loose baling 
of cotton, and says that the matter is of 
such importance to the two countries that, 
in addition to the evidence already sub- 
mitted by him, he desires to invite attention 
to the letter of Edward Atkinson, which 
states that American cotton is treated more 
dangerously than any other great staple of 
any kind, or any other kind of cotton in the 
world, The paragraph in Mr. Atkinson’s 
letter to which the minister refers is as 
follows: 

Bales are badly made, badly covered, badly cut 
and badiv broken. They are rolled in mud and 
exposed to the weather, and are always in a con- 
dition in which they may become liable tothe im- 
pregnation of cotton seed oil and thereby to 
spontaneous combustion. When a bale of cotton 
which is siightly moistened with oil on the end 
or side becomes broken or that air can enter into 
the interstices among the fibers, it may happen 
very often that the right combination of fiber, oil 
and oxygen will occur, causing the rapid oxida- 
tion which is known a8 spoutaneous combustion. 

The acting secretary, on his side, shows 
that he has repeatedly instructed customs 
officers to take such measures as may be 
practicable for the enforcement of the pen- 
alties prescribed by law for improper ship- 
ments of cotton. The dispatch says it is 
assumed by the treasury department that 
these instructions will lead to an examina- 
tion of cgtton bales to be shipped, and to 
the prosecution of the offenders,

The Czar Relents, 

If there is anything in the news from 
Odessa, that the czar has issued orders for 
the suspension of anti-Jewish measures, 
such action would seem to indicate that the 
Russian monarch sees the necessity of a 
milder policy toward all his subjects. 

Asa matter of fact, these oppressive 
measures toaclass have operated against 
the interests of the government among its 
subjects everywhere, for it seemed evident 
that it was the government’s intention to 
convert all Russia into an awful Siberia of 
crueity. Besides, the depopulation of Jew- 
ish districts where inhuman laws prevailed, 
has resulted in a decrease of the revenues 
derived from that nation, and Jewish 
refugees have aroused the sympathy and 
indignation of the civilized world by the 
story of their wrongs. 

The Jews have fled to the ‘‘four eorners 
ofthe earth,’’ and are colonizing’ in lands 
where they enjoy freedom from barbaric 
persecution. Even here in Georgia there is 
a considerable number of Russian Jews, 
looking for land where they can establish 
themselves in peace and security. Interest 
in their colonization here has taken the 
form of an indirect appeal to the governor, 
who has expressed sympathy for them and 
their objects, 

The suspension of anti-Jewish measures 
in Russia, however, will have the effect of 
lessening emigration, It is to be hoped 
that it is permanent. And if the czar is 
wise he will so order it. His brutal policy is 
the deadliest engine that threatens the 
peace of Russia and the security of his 
throne, 


The Census. 

The New York Herald suggests that, as 
Porter admits he will ask congress for a 
million dollars in addition to the census ap- 
propriation, it would be better to take that 
amount and expend iton a new enumera- 
tion of the population—an enumeration 
that will be complete, accurate and worthy 
of popular confidence. , 

Such an enumeration is a hundred times 
more important than the fol de rol statistics 
which made up the tenth and which 
threaten to make up the eleventh census. 

The tenth census was not a political 
scheme. The law under which it was 
taken was conscientiously carried out, and 
the appropriation economically expended, 
but the result of it, outside the enumera- 
tion, is a lot of useless statistics which are 
neither interesting nor important, 

Porter’s census is a fraud, and if it is 
completed as it has been begun, the people 
will be out of pocket twelve orffifteen ‘mill- 
fons of dollars, with wuothing but a 
piece of discredited partisan botchwork to 
show for it. 

An attempt was made to inveigle Great 
Britain into gathering a lot of statistical 
Jumber with her census, but common sense 
prevailed,;-and the government has confined 
itself to taking a careful and an accurate 
ennmeration of the population. It is a pity 
that common sense can’t prevail in this 
democratic country.

Colonel Joseph Robinson's Appeal to the 
Tories of South Carolina. 
From The Charleston News and Courier. 

The letter published below is a copy of one 1s- 
sued by Lieutenant Colonel Joseph Robinson, of 
the English army, to the tories of South Carolina 
over one hundred years ago. It was recentiy un- 
earthed in this city, and will doubtless be ofjvalue 
to the historical society, which can obtain it if 
desired by application at The News and Courier 
office, 

The appeal set forth in the epistle was promul- 
gated, as seen by the date, inthe turbulent times 
between the date of the drafting of the articles of 
confederation and the adoption of the constitu- 
tion of the United States. It was an attempt on 
the part of Colo@l Robinson, 4 subordinate of 
General Robert Cunningham, to bring together 
the tories of America in political compact. 

The tollowing is a copy of the letter: 

“Gentlemen :—After a long series of fatigues 
after many personal sutferings, lam so happy as 
to return to South Carolina, once more; it gives 
me real pleasure to find that, notwithstanding ail 
the vicissitudes, all the exertions of cruelty, and 
all the insiitutions jesuiticaliy calculated to alien- 


‘ate the minds of the people from their duty to 


their sovereign, so many good men are stillte be 
found in this province. | 

‘Your handsome appearance in favor of gov- 
ernment, although at a time when nothing more 
than an appea>ance was in your power, does you 
very great honor. 

‘-As to the regiment of South Carolina royalists, 
with whom I had the honor to siiare the fatigues 
of service, no men could possibly behave with 

eater courage or more steady perseverance, 
Morcover, they are unlearned to retreat; what en- 

ment, What attack were they ever in, that 
they left the ground, or had not the honor tw bury 
the enemy's dead? For me to expatiate upon the 
calamities of thisunhappy war; for me to pOint 
out particulars of your sufferings, and the rascal- 
ities of some assuming individuals, at this mo- 
ment, would avail us nothing. It would only re- 
vive unpleasant remembrance, and challenge dis- 
agreeabie sensations. 

“I beg to congratulate you upon the pleasing 
prospect of a re-establishment of civil govern- 
ment, with the full enjoyment of all those rights 
and priviledges which tormerly s0 much conduced 
to your happiness and prosperity. Gentlemen, 
that you are now fully able, from experience, to 
discriminate the great difference between a regu- 
lar system of government and that of a rebellious 
anarchy, does not cost me a moment's hesitation. 

“Go on, proceed, be steady in your principles; 
the time is at hand when peace, prosperity and 
tranquility willamp y Crown your virtuous be- 
havior; when the horrid alariwg of war will be 
ho more; when you will cultivate your lands, and 
sit with rural pleasure under the shade of your 
own vine, nor be afraid of being dragged out to 
arms and ravisbed from all your darling family 
cares, by the sanguine youth, who del:ghts in the 
plume and cockade ; whose mouth is filled witha 
set of broken borrowed arguments touching Brit- 
ish cruelty, slavery, being born in the country, 
fighting until death, etc. etc.

The Woman's Suffrage Question. 


To one being accustomed to the idea, and 
always enjoying the thought that women are 
contented with home life and only go out into 
the world for duty’s or charity’ssake, and 
take an interest in politics because it is right 
not to be ignorant of affairs so important to 
one’s couutry, and last, but not least, not be 
perfect stupids when it would please hus- 
bands, fathers and brothers to tavethem 
Know what they are talking about when they 
are discussing the all-important subjects, 
which really should, to some extent, interest 
wives, mothers, sisters and daughters, it 
was 2a matter of surprise, at the 
same time of admitted} ignorance, that I 
heard of the second session of the conference 
of the Woman’s Liberal Federation held in 
Newcastle the other day when Lady Stevenson 
read a panes on the ‘The powers already pos- 
sessed by women to sit on local bodies, and the 
duties imposed on members of such bodies, 
together with the extension of such powers 
with special reference to county councils,”’ 

Woman suffrage seemed to be a matter of 
graye importance there. A heated discussion 
took place on the question of the advisability 
ot including the parliamentary enfranehise- 
ment of women as a plank in the liberal 
programme. Miss Orme opposed the idea, 
saying: ‘The question is a difticult one. We 
ought to remember that all the great questions 
that have been brought forward by men poli- 
ticlans had been the result of tremendous 
thought.”*’ Lady Carlisle vigorously pro- 
tested against such an idea, say- 
ing “that if women were craven- 
heurted enough to be dictated to, so that they 
kept silence om this matter, the men would 
never take it up.” 

Mrs. Gladstone made a speech, saying that 
she was glad to meet the members of the 
Woman's Liberal Federation, who had come 
from all parts of England to support the great 
liberal cause and her husband's policy. 

Sir Edward Gray, M. P., said that in 
political affairs women ought to be 
equal. with men, and _ that they 
ought to think for themselves; that he 
thought it would be a healthy influence in poli- 
tics when women could take part. All pres- 
ent joined in the wish that Mr, Gladstone 
would live to settle the great Irish question, 
and expressed pleasure in having Mr. and Mrs. 
Gladstone with them at their meeting, which 
would probably be the last before one of the 
most historic and fateful electora) contests of 
the century. Mr. John Morley conducted 
Mrs. Gladsone from the hall. 


Attacking the House of Lords. 


Mr. Gladstone’s speech. at the Tyne theater 
in Newcastle, his friends say, was a warvelous 
intellectual and physical achievement. 

The threatened collision between the lords 
and commons ; the promised disestablishment of 
the Scotch and Welsh churches; the latest 
phases of reform all seem to be matters of 
great interest just now. One of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s friends says: ‘‘He nailed his colors to 
the mast in answer to Lord Salisbury’s deciara- 
tion as to the rights of the upper house in say- 
ing that ‘nothing shall exist between the 
throne and the people,’ and that the country 
has to declare for or against the very existence 
of an hereditary legislation, at the saine time 
it passes its verdict upon home rule, and that 
home rule, if not erected on the ashes of the 
union, will be on theruins of the house of 
lords is a bold proposa!.”’ 

The Mighty Power of the Press. 

Some of the evennenens say some very sharp 
things about Mr. Gladstone. The Standard 
says he obstinately insists on keeping Ireland 
to block the way of general legislation, and 
tnat he has traflicked his convictions on other 
subjects for support on the one on which he 
desires to win. One paper wishes he would 
write a play so that he would receive justice 
without that such is the

Without 
having kuown much about Mr. Gladstone's 
ideas, and always having heard him spoken of 
as ‘“‘that grand old man,’’ it seems almost sac- 
rilage to see him pitched into with gloves off 
in this manner. Yet. with this astonishment 
comes a feeling of gladness at the freedom 
and fearlessness of the all-powerful press. 

In this age most people are too busy and 
some too lazy, or havn't the opportunity to 
tind out everything for themselves; so they 
look to the folded messengers of news thrown 
at their front doors, morning and afternoon, 
and the “extras,’’ cried ip a sensational tone 
by the ever-on-the-alert news butch, for the 
goings-on in the world. It is really wonderful 
how public opinion 1s, to a certain extent, 
molded by the newspapers; and I know that 
our own ever clever, always interesting Maud 
Andrews, who points out so much that is 
helpful and beautiful; saysso much that is 
encouraging; teaches us to throw the wide 
mantle of charity oyer our érring sisters, and 
is truly the friendto the bread-winner, will 
not accuse me of being too “preachy” (she, 
like most of us, finds “‘preachy’’ women tire- 
some, toexpress it mildly), but will agree 
with mein saying that the grand army of 
knights and women (I like women Letter 
than ladies; it sounds more like strength and 
real work) of the neil have a great and 
noble resporisibility in raising the moral tone 
of public thought; in pointing out weaknesses, 
dangers and strength in character; saying 
words of encovragement at the right moment 
to the disheartened ; fearlessly defending those 
who have been wrongfully persecuted; arous- 
ing ambitions; exposing frauds ;* judging our 
enemies and opponents in a perfectly fair and 
broad-minded way, all the time downing nar- 
row-minded prejudice whose ‘‘still, small 
voice’ is, in so many hearts and minds, as 
ever-present as conscience and often being so 
much more energetic than conscience, gains 
the controlling intlnuence. In all this, and last, 
but very far from being § the least, 
in getting “facts” and “the news” first and 
correctly, the newspaper workers have a re- 
sponsibility as great as that of the ministers of 
the gospel.

Waycross, Ga., Octebor 17.—[Special.]—The fol- 
lowing is an extract taken from a letter which 
was read at the laying of the corner stone of the 
new courthose, Thursday, received trom Hon. J. 
L.. Sweat, of the building committee, who was un- 
avoidably absent. It is of interest to the citizens 


of Ware connty: 
“In lécating the new courthouse as nearly in ac- 
cordance with the request of the grand jury, as 
was found practicable, the clock tower will stand 
facing the center of Gordon, Church and 
A streets, with all the land of the 
old courthouse preserved to the county, tue 
fire risk and insurance rates decreased, anit with 
sufficient open space left around the building to 
permit the laying out of circular drives and walks 
connecting with all the streets extending up to 
the courthouse square. 
“The old buildings have been sold and removed 
from the additional land bonght by the county, 
and danger from fire from that source removed, 
and this land, as proposed by the comnittee, will 
be utilized for the benefit and accommodation 
of the people, especially jurors, witnesses 
and others coming from the country in their pri- 
vate conveyances, by providing suitable shelter 
within the enclosure fur stock, vehicles, etc.

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PURITAN PREACHERS 


Giving Baltimore a Taste of the Sunday 
Blue Laws. 


APPLYING OLD LAWS TO TEST THEM. 


A Patriotic Citizen Wants Flags to Fly 
from the Schoolhouses When 
School Isin Session. 


Battmmore, Md., October 17.—[Special,— 
A straight-laced grand jury, backed by a lot 
of Puritan preachers, is giving Baltimore a 
taste of a Sunday biue law. The police have 
just finished sending up names for indict- 
ment. By the statute enacted in 1723 and re- 
vised in 1866, no work except that of necessity 
dare be performed in this city on the Lord's 
day, and nothing soid except milk and ice. In 
order to give the law a good test the police 
rigorusly applied it, It is understood that 
they mean to make it so obnoxious as to secure 
its modification by the legislature that is to 
meetin January. The street cars secured ex- 
einption Lecause, by a special vote of the peo- 
ple in 1867, they are privileged to run, but 
carrying passengers in hacks, running a steam 
ferry and hiring a boat represent three similar 
cases under indictment. Evidently the police 
board have feared the press, for they perinitted 
the printing and sale of newspapers ; however, 
three cases will be tried, and two for deliver- 
ing papers from a train toastore. Among the 
other offenses are selling groceries, cigars and 
tobacco, cakes and ice cream, delivering meat, 
blacking boots, washing carriages, cleaning 
harness and removing grain from an elevator. 
The druggists made a farce of the law by re- 
fusing to sell soda water, substituting milk 
therefor, andin some instances declining to 
furnish drugs without a prescription. One of 
the cases indicted is for selling medicine, The 
height of absurdity was reached when a po- 
liceman warned the employes at a United 
States postoftice substation to desist from selling 
postage stamps, with the result that three per- 
sons are indicted for violating the law in doing 
this unnecessary labor on the Lord’s day. The 
police have prepared a list of 224 names of 
persons who were found offending the majesty 
of the law. However, the arrests were very 
few, the police being determined to let the 
whole burden rest on the grand jury. The 
part they acted was of the monitor in the low- 
est class ata primary school, They merely 
took the names of the bad boys to have them 
punished some time later. This sort of a 
thing is, of course, farcical, but that did not 
prevent an unhappy ttaveler from damning 
the law, when he found, on arriving during 
the night ata railroad station, that he had 
to walk all the way to his hotel. 

A patriotic citizen,some time since, proposed 
that flags fly from all the schoolhouses when- 
ever they were in session, just asthe United 
States government has its ensign fly from the 
public buildings every day in the year. Nat- 
urally it would instill a love for the stars and 
stripes in the young and foster a love of 
country. The junior order of United Ameri- 
can Mechanics have acted on the suggestion, 
and now handsome flags are flying from three 
pubhe schools. There were little entertain- 
ments for the children, and that, too, made the 
lesson of the formai presentation the more sai- 
utary, The example is well worthy of emu- 
lation. 

President Gilman believes in making capi- 
tal for the Jobns Hopkins university when- 
everhecan. It wasthe founder’s wish that 
the inst.:tution have strong southern affiliations, 
wherefore he left liberal endowments for 
scholarships, open only to residents of Mary- 
land, Virginia and North Carolina, and the 
District of Coiumbia.

Before passing sentence upon the culprit, 
Judge Clark asked him if he wished to 
make a statement, and he eagerly re- 
plied: ‘Yes, sir, I do sir, if your honor 
will please.’’ 

Daniels made a long statement in a 
hesitating, hoarse voice. He said that this 
was the worst fix he was ever in before 
in all his life, and he hoped the judge 
would let him otf, He begged piteously 
for mercy, seeming to think that Judge 
Clark had the power to let him go free. 
He said he was trusting in God and was 
making his peace with heaven; that he spent 
his nights praying. He repeated the state- 
ment several times that he was innocent 
and begged the court to be as easy with 
him as possible. 

Judge Ciark expressed astonishment at 
the negro’s protestations of innocence. 

“I didn’t expect you to deny the crime,” 
said the court. ‘‘Instead of denying that 
you committed the deed you ought to 
confess your guilt and beg pardon of God 
and man and die a better man.”’ 

The murderer asked if he might say a 
few more words and he was allowed to do 
so. His second statement was a repetition 
of the first and he still asservated his in- 
nocence. 

Judge Clark then proceeded to seal 
Daniels’s doom. He carefully reviewed 
the case from its inception to its end, and 
gave a running commentary on the evi- 
dence. 

The sentence was then slowly and solemnly 
pronounced by the court as follows: 

“I have ordered this execution to be in 
private,” said the judge. ‘It is best, I 
think, to sometimes have executions in pub- 
lic. In large cities public executions must 
be attended with too many difficulties and 
with evil consequences. Public sentiment, 
outside the large cities even, appears to be 
against public executions. I have great re- 
spect for this public sentiment, and the 
law is right as it stands—that discretion 
shonid be left to the judge, forin extreme 
cases the executions should be public.” 

Mr. Frank: Rt. Walker gave notice that 
he will make a motion for a new trial. 

Daniels was carried back to jal. He 
seemed very much depressed last night, and 


spent several hours in prayer.

Puts an End to All Discussion About the 
Liquor Licenses. 

The exposition bar matter was definitely 
settled yesterday. 

The 1890 Club met with defeat, and it wasa 
little section in the city code that met and dis- 
appointed them. 

The letter which Mayor Hemphill received 


from that club read as follows: 

ATLANTA, Ga., October 17, 1891.—Iion. W. A. 
Hemphill, Mayor, City. Dear Sir: At a meeting 
of the executive anti-barroom committee, held in 
Prohibition hall this p. m., the following resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted: 

“Resolved, That our mayor be petitioned by 
this committee to take immediate action against 
parties violating the laws of this city, at the ex- 
position grounds, selling whisky and other alco- 
polic drinks contrary to law.” 

The exposition grounds being under police recu- 
lations, we insist that it is your duty, as mavor of 
this city, to enforce the laws governing the action 
of its citizens, W. P. PATTILLO, Chairman, 

J.C. A. BRANAN, S-cretary. 

Yesterday morning the Piedmont exposition 
authorities sent to the city hall. The bearers 
brought a note that came from Mr. J. R. Wy 
lie, asking for a liquor license throughout the 
three weeks. They wished today included 
and $190 was planked down for tho desired 
license. 

That meant $10 aday—the prescribed amount 
— and City Clerk Park Woodward had nothing 
farther to do than issue the permit for the sale 


of liquor. 

The little section that did the business was 
916 of the code of 1591. It reads: 

On compliance with all laws and ordiances of 
the city with reference to obtaining license to re- 
tail liquor, and the deposit of $10 per dav, and 
clerk’s fee for the time applied for, accompanied 
by the written consent of the authorities of the 
Gentiemen’s Driving Club, or the Piedmont Expo- 
sition Company, the clerk of council is author- 
ized to issus license to retail malt and 
spirituous liquors on the crounds of the Pied. 
mont Exposition Company or Gentlemen’s Driv- 
ing Club; provided that the hours of closing shall 
be 10 o’clock p. n., and of opening 7 o’clock a. m., 
and the person or persons receiving such license 
shall be subject to all laws and ordinances recu- 
lating the retail Jiquor traffic Such license shall 
be subject to forieitare at any time on the request 
of either the Piedmont Exposition Company or 
Gentlemen’s Driving Club, or the authorities 
thereof, and licenses are also taken subject to this 
provision for forfeiture.

W. H. Davidson is the Harrison-appointed 
postmaster at Haleyville. Heisan organizer 
for the National Citizans’ Industrial Alliances ”* 
a member of the Farmers’ Alliance,a mem- 
ber of the National Press Association and 
formerly editor of The Haleyville View. 

A short time ago Davidson was arrested, 
charged with defrauding the government of 
$563 as postmaster. The charge is proven and 
admitted by Davidson but excused by him as 
heing the work of a maninhisemploy. The 
Farmers’ Alliance expelled Davidson from 
the order, branding him as a dishonest man. 

After his expulsion he went into the alliance 
lodge, between sessions, and conspiring with 
Jones Gladding Clegg secured the sea! and 
under the stamp thereof issued a circular let- 
ter to different alliances calling upon them to 
rally to his aid, and send him enough 
money to pay the amount due the government, 
and denouncing his prosecution asa conspiracy 
to injure and bring into general disrepute the 
alliance as an order. He being the victim of 
such conspiracy. 

To this circular letter bearing the oflicial 
seal of the alliance he appended his addrexs, 
and requested the money contributions to be 
sent to him. 

To the letter is signed the name of J. Glad- 
ding Clegg, requesting the letter to be treated 
in confidence asa fraternal secret. The name 
of B. S. Conley, president of the Winston 
County A! liance, is also signéd to the letter, 
and by Mr. Conley denounced as a forgery. 
Davidson now will be prosecuted for forgery 
as weil as embezzlement, and the prosecution 
on the charge of forgery will have no white- 
washing about it.

CAMPBELL’S CANVASS 


He Will Make His First Speech in Ham- 
iiton County Monday. 


CRISP, OF GEORGIA, WILL BE THERE, 


And They Will Make Things Hot 
for Their Opponents. 


THE JOINT DEBATE AT ADA LAST WEEK 


Has Strengthened Campbell Among the 
Independent Voters and in 
His Own Party. 


CINCINNATI, October J17.—[Specia).]—Gov- 
ernor Campbell! will make ‘his first speech in 
Hamilton county next Monday night, and his 
friends intend that it shall be one of the 
largest potitical gatherings ever seen here. 
The governor will'come down from Batavia, 
Clermont coufhty, on Monday afternoon with 
the Duckworth Club, the most influential 
democratic organization in Ohio, acting as an 
escort. Most of tle members of this club 
were among the bitterest oppenents of the 
renomination of Campbell, and their efforts 
for him now shew tlrat a remarkable change 
of sentimentin favor of. the democrats has 
been going off in. this locality. Congressman 
Crisp, of Georgia, will speak from the same’ 
platform with the governor, and it has been 
arranged that Hon. Wiliiam 8S. Groesbeck, 
one of the most-eminent Jawyers and dem- 
ocrats in the country, who made himself fam- 
ous by his defense of President Johnson at 
the impeachment trial,. will preside. A’ few 
of the leading democrats are still dis- 
gruntied and will not support Campbell, 
but they are keeping very quiet and 
will not actively oppose him: The result of 
the joint debate at Aga last week has mate- 
rially strengthened Governor Campbell, not 
only with his own party but among independ- 
ent voters. More than 100 prominent repub- 
licans of this city who were onthe fence on 
the tariff question have been convinced that 
the democratic position on that issue is correct, 
and the same good effect is reported from. 
other parts of the state. Several] other causes 
have contributed to help Campbell during 
the past weak. Oneof the most significant 
incidents of the campaign which the repub- 
‘ican papers have been trying to keep very 
quiet, is the reduction of the wages of the 
1,200 employes of the great Dueber watch 
works at Canton, O. That city is the home of 
McKinley, and Jast year Mr. Dueber was one 
of his most active. supporters. On election 
day 900 men, with Dueber at their head, 
marched to the polls and voted for McKinley. 
This was whatcame so near electing him. 
The employes of the factory were notitied last 
week that beginning on the 16th wages would 
be cut from 15 to 25 per cent 
inthe various departments. ‘The 1,000 hands 
are very wrathy over the matter, and threaten 
vengeance against McKinley. The high 
tariff advocates all over the country came to 
the rescue of Dueber, and the reduction has 
been staved. off until after the election, 
although the effect will be the same as though 
the reduction had actually been made, as the 
men fully understand why it was postponed, 
and the statement is freely made that McKin- 
ley will not get more than 25 per cent of the 
vote, when he gotit all Jast year. The new 
ballot law is making the republicans no end 
of trouble in the manufacturing districts, and 
they do not understand how to overcome its 
provisions, which protect the yoter from the 
surveillance of his employer. For twenty 
years it has been the custom for the great coal 
and mill operatorsin the northern and east- 
ern part of the state to place tickets in the 
hands of their men the night before the elec- 
tion with instructions that they vote them. 
The hands have been followed to the polls, 
and any one who did not do as he was bidden 
was almost certain to lose his job. This was 
the secret of the great republican majorities 
in the mining and manufacturing dis- 
tricts, but’ the littl game cannot 
be worked this year, and that is one of the 
most potent indications of the re-election of 
Campbell. Sofar asthe reports of the two 
leading parties prove anything the 
new people's party is going to 
pieces, and will not be of much 
force on election day. Therepublicans claim 
to have unearthed a conspiracy by which tho 
peopleals party leaders have promised to throw 
their entire strength to Campbell, on con- 
dition that the democrats will help them to 
elect their legislative candidates. There is no 
doubt that such is the fact in regard toa large 
number of counties, but as yet no concerted 
action by the stato committees has been taken 
looking to thatend. One of the shrewdest 
politicians inthe new movement thinks that 
Campbell will get 60 per cent of the people’s 
party vote on election day, and that Seitz will 
get the other 40 percent. The most diligent 
inquiry has failed to find any ‘member of the 
new party who will vote for McKinley. 

Although a few republicans are wild enough 
to claim as high ag 20,000 majority for McKin- 
ley, the most conservative of ‘them do not 
think that in the event of his election the 
protection champion will get more than 10,000, 
ahd soine of the leaders of the republican side 
admit that they would not be surprised to sea 
The gov- 
ernor hiinself is very hopeful. He has earned 
the right to be called a prophet by his wonder- 
fully close figuring on his vote in former cam- 
paigns, and his views in this contest are en- 
titled to considefation. Mr. Camovbe!l thinks 
that he will come to Hamilton county with 
from 8,000 to 12,000 plurality, and if he is not 
beaten over 8,000 in this cuunty he believes that 
he will be the next governor... George Cox, 
the republican boss of this county, puts 
McKinley’s plurality in Hamilton county at 
about 7,000, which would still leave Campbell 
asmall margin. The democratsclaim that Mc- 
Kinley will not get more than 4,000 over 
Campbell here, and that the governor will not 
ruiu more than 1,500 behind the rest of the 
state ticket. Itis pretty generally conceded 
that he wil] runway ahead in the country 
districts, which was shown in a mock election 
heid 2t Dayton last week, wherein a poil cf 
about 2,400 he had a majority of 490 and was 
150 ahead of ahy man oh the democratic 
ticket. There is every reason to believe that 
a large number of the members of the peo- 
ple’s party in this city will vote for Campbell 
and the rest of their own ticket. It is proba- 
ble that he will get a 1,000 votes from this 
source which will cutdown McKinley’s plu- 
rality that much. Some of Campbell’s 
friends declare that he will not run behind his 
ticket in this county 500° votes, and some of 
them insist that he will be right up with the 
ticket. The republican mdnagers assert 
that 4,000 democrats will ecratch Campbell 
and 1,500 republicans vote for him. The sit- 
uation is very‘*mach mixed and no one can 
predict the result with auy degree of certainty. 
It must be recognized in the outset that this 
is ordinarily a republican state, and should the 
democrats carry it, as there is good cause for 
believing they will do, it will be one of tne

A BLOODY STREET FIGHT. 


Chilean and United States Sailors Fight in 
Santiago. 

Sant1aGo, October 17.—The anti-American 
feeling, which is very pronounced, reached a 
climax last evening in the streets of Valpa- 
raiso. Amnumber of sailors of the United 
States steamer Baltimore, now in that port, 
were walking along the street when they were 
confronted by some sailors of a Chilean man- 
of-war. 

Some words passed, when a fierce fight fol- 

lowed. There was evidently bad blood on 
both sides, and it only needed a pretext to 
bring on a conflict. Both parties were armed 
with knivesand pistols, which were freely 
used. ‘ 
When the combatants were separated by the 
police and bystanders, it was found that one 
of the Baltimore sailors had been killed and 
five others seriously wounded. Several of the 
Chileans were also badly hurt. 

This was the first time the Baltimore’s 
sailors had been ashore fora month. The in- 
tendente of the city hud assured Captain 
Schley, of the Baltimore, that his sailors 
would be perfectly sate on Chilean soil. 

The feeling today between Americans and 
Chileans is very strong. Several additional 
tights occurred today among sailors, but they 
were not as serious as that of yesterday. 

The dead sailor of the Baltimore will be 
buried tomorrow. An armed force will be landed 
from the Baltimore to furnish a military guard 
of honor forthe occasion. Trouble is feared, 
as it willbe Sunday and election day. The 
Chilean officials are alive to the gravity of the 
occasion. They have again promised the 
Americans protection from assault under all 
circumstances.

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18 THE LOTTERY LAW YALID2 


A Cogent Argument Against Its Con- 
Stitutionality. 


'AN EXHAUSTIVE, LEARNED AND LOGICAL 


Presentation ofthe Case Against the Law. 
It Is Argued that Congress Transcended 
Its Constitutional Powers in Pass- 
ing It. 


Hon. James C. Carter, the eminent jurist of 
New York city, has filed a very able, learned 
and interesting brief in the supreme court of 
the United States on the question of the con- 
stitutionality of the lottery law. Mr. Carter’s 
client, George W. Dupre, was indicted Feb- 
ruary 19, 1891, in thecircuit court of the 
United States for the eastern district of Louis- 
jana, for. mailing a newspaper containing an 
advertisement of a lottery, contrary to the pro- 
visions of section 3894 of the revised statutes 
of the United States. He demurred to the in? 
dictment, and his demurrer was, upon argu- 
ment, overruled, and he was ordered to plead 
thereto, and was thereupon surrendered by his 
bail and committed to the custody of the 
United States marshal, to be held until dis- 
charged in due course of law. 

He thereupon filed his petition in the su- 
preine court, praying fora habeas corpus and 
certiorari tothe end that he might be dis- 
charged from his imprisonment. The ground 
of his petition is that the statute under which 
he was indicted is unconstitutional and void. 

The provisions of the lottery law are so well 
known to the public that they do not need to 
be repeated here. 

In his first pointin presenting the case to 
the court, Mr. Carter detines the power of 
congress fas limited in two ways. First, it 
can exercise no power which has not been 
conferred upon it by the constitution. Second, 
it cannot exercise the powers which have been 
thus bestowed in ways or for purposes which 
the constitution torbids. 

His first proposition is that the statute in 
cauestion (R.S., section 3894) is invalid,as be- 
ing ap attempt to exercise power not conferred 
upon congress. 

In support of this proposition Mr. Carter 
Bays: 

“Tt is not denied that congress, in the exer- 
cise of the power conferred upon it by the 
constitution to estabiish postoffices, and post 
roads, is clothed with the full incidental 
power of regulating such offices and roads; in 
other words, mail service. Nor is it denied 
that this incidental power of regulation em- 
braces the power of so limiting the carriage of 
matter by mail as to render that service 
practicable; and consequently embraces a 
power of excluding matter from the mails for 
that purpose and to that extent. What we 
do assert is that any incidental powers which 
congress may thusexercise must be such only 
as, in the 

Language of the Constitution, 
‘fare necessary and proper” for carrying into 
execution a general power expressly conferred ; 
and that whether any such incidental power is 
‘necessary and proper’’ must be, as this court 
has always decided it, a judicial question. 

The last above stated proposition was early 
settied by one of the most celebrated judg- 
unents of Marshall. 


The first form which the judicial inquiry as- | 


sumes is whether the means employed by 
congress in executing its admitted powers are 
appropriate, and apparently conducive to the 
legitimate end. If thev are so, it matters not 
whether or notthey are the best and most 
effective means. Congress may failin the ef- 
fort to select these. But they must be means; 
in other words they must have some relation 
to the end—some tendency to accomplish it. 
Applying this test, the statute in question is 
piainiv invalid. This seems scarcely to admit 
of debate. 

The legitimate end is to furnish mail facil- 
ities to the people} of the United States; and 
this means to to all the people 
of the United States. No argument 
will be expected fron us to show 
that the power thus bestowed upon congress 
was not one to furnish mail facilities to such 
persous as congress might, from caprice or 
favor, or any arbitrary motive, choose to grant 
then. 

The attempt in 1836 to procure the enact- 
ment of a iaw to prevent the delivery from the 
postofiices of alleged incendiary publications 
on the subject of slavery called forth an earn- 
est debate in the United States senate. Web- 
ster at once seized upon the essential vice of 
such legislation. He declared ‘that conyvress 
had not the power, drawn from the character 
of the paper, to decide whether it snould be 
carried in the mail or not.”’ 

The same view was supported by Senators 
Davis, of Massachusetts, Calhoun, of South 
Carolina, Clay, of Kentucky, 


ticipating in the debate that the measure was 
in any way conducive tothe end of establish- 
ing a mail service. 

Mr. Carter cites innumerable decisions of 


the courtin support of his propositions, and 


then goes on to say that no one will assert that 
congress has power to suppress lotteries any 
nore than it has to suppress any other ein- 
ployment or pursuit. If congress had enacted 
a law directly forbidding under penalties the 
carrying on of the lottery business in any 
state, there would be no hesitation in anv 
court in declaring it to be unconstitutional. — 

Inasmuch as a denial of mail facilities to 
persons wishing to carry on any particular pur- 
suit must, of necessity, so far impede it as 
to greatly abridge the extent to which it may 
be carried on, and in many instances render it 
impossible; and as the argumeni under notice 
asserts the absolute right of congress, in its un- 
coutrollable discretion, to refuse the facilities 
Im any case (and such was Mr. Buchanan’s 
view), it involves the assertion that congress 
has the right, by such action, to break up, or 
impede, any business or ex: ployment. 

What power did Congress realy exercise 
when enactiug this exclusion? Nox certainly 
&® power of regulating ihe mail service in order 
to make the service practicable, convenient 
and efficient. 

The real power which congress attempted to 
exerciss was to hamper and impede, and, if 
possib e, to destroy the lottery business, in 
order to protect tle people of the United States 
from the assumed demoralizing and dangerous 
tendency of lotteries. Inasmuch as no one 
preiends that congress may pass a law directly 
suppressing lotteries on the ground that they 
have an immoral tendency or, indeed, on any 
ground whatever, the question is whether it can 
pass a law, not directly suppressing them by 
declaring them to be crimes, but harrassing 
and obstructing them by withdrawing from 
them facilities which are under its e. mtrol, for 
no other reason than that it deems them 
crimes which it would suppressif it had the 
power. 

This question must be promptly answered in 
the negative, for the power thus attempted to be 
exercised is a power to suppress jotteries and 
thataione. No such power can be derived 
from any express language in the constitution, 
nor by any just implication from any language 
init, More than this, the possession of any 
such power by congress is utterly inconsistent 
with the whole theory of the 

Constitutional Relations 
between the general government and the 
states. | 

Nothing is clearer than that the carrying on 
of a lotiery, or the dealing in the lottery busi- 
ness, or with a lottery, is, in every instance, 


an act done within a state, and the power to | 


declare such acts crimes, or to punish them as 
such, or to obstruct or impede them because 
they are crimes, is lodged exclusively with the 
State governments. ‘They possessed this power 
before the adoption of the constitution. They 
did not part with it b thatadoption. Indeed, 
nothing was moro sedulous!y guarded against 
by thatinstrument than the notion that the 
states had parted with any of their govern-

542,060): ‘Within ~ the 
scope of its powers, as enumeraied and 
detined, itissupreme above the states; but 
beyond, it has noexistence.’’ 

hether a citizen of Lousiana, or of Maine, 
may carry off the lottery business, or do any 
act mn the transaction of any business with 
a lottery, must therefore depend on the laws 
of those states respectively. 

Direct Legislation of a State. 

If congress may disfavor one occupation or 
business by withdrawing from it the benefit 
of the mails, it may another. Should those 
who favor the prohibition of the sale of fintox- 
icating drinks, obtain a majority in the 
national councils—and, perhaps, that is now 
withiu their power—they may forbid the carri- 
age of mail matter relating to that business, 
And what limit could be set by this court to 
such an assumption of authority? 

Bat the statute in question is invalid, not 
only tor the reason that none of the powers 
conferred upon congress were suflicient to 
authorize it, but also because congress was by 
an express restriction upon the exercise of 
those powers, prohibited from making such a 
law. Itisaiaw “abridging the freedom of 
the press’’ within the meaning of the first 
ainend ment. 

At this point Mr. Carter reviewed at iength 

the history of English jurisprudence on the 
liberty of the press, explaining its evolution 
from the period when it wasin utter subjec- 
tion to the state through its various trials and 
vicissitudes until it reached a condition of 
unquestioned freedom. He then took up thfe 
inquiry as to whether the statute under con- 
sideration isa law abridging that freedom, 
That such is its character is very clear, he 
said. 
. That freedom, he continued, includes not 
only the liberty of printing, ‘but the liberty of 
publishing. The former would be empty in- 
deed without the latter. And the liberty of 
page must be co-axtensive with the 
iberty of printing. And what is publishing? 
It is the communication to others of what is 
printed ;in other words, it is circulating. Pub- 
lishing and circulating are admitted to be 
sylionymous. And what was the liberty of 
publishing which existed at the time of the 
adoption of the constitution? It was the 
liberty of circulating printed matter in all 
practicable and permissible forms, of which 
that by mail was by far the principal mode. 
It included letters, newspapers and packets. 

The statute forbids the carriage by inail of 
any newspaper, circular, pamphlet or publica- 
tion of any kind containing matter coucerning, 
it may be, a thousand subjects, if it also con- 
tain’ ‘‘any advertisement of any lottery or gift 
enterprise of any kind offering prizes dependent 
fipon any !ot or chance, or containing any list 
ofthe prizes awarded at the drawings of any 
such lottery or gift enterprise.’’ Thus, no man 
can circulate a newspaper ln any state except 
upon the condition that he cong§&tnts to forego 
the benefit to be derived from any such adver- 
tisement, although 

It May Be Entirely Legal 


in such state. Ofcourse the conditions may, 
ifthismay be aliowed, be extended to any 
other advertisement relating to any business 
or subject; and thusethe power ts directly as- 
seried by this legislation of congress to control 
the character of the whole newspaper press; 
for no one will pretend that the publication of 
newspapers is possible, on any large scale, if 
the benefit of the mail service is denied to 
them. If this power exists, what stands in 
the way of excluding newspapers which con- 
tain matters advocating the tariff or free trade, 
or the doctrines, or the candidates, of a par- 
ticular party ?

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THE DEATH OF JUDGE GRESHAM 


One of Macon’s Oldest Citizens Dies in 
Baltimore, 

.Macon, Ga., October 17.—[Special.]—The 
people will be surprised and deeply 
grieved to hear of the death of Judge John J. 
Gresham. 

Mr. Ben C. Smith received a telegram this 
morning from Mr. Thomas B. Gresham, a son 
of the deceased, announcing the sad event 
which occurred last night at 9 o'clock in Bal- 
timore, where reside Judge Gresham’s two 
only children, Mr. Thomas B. Gresham and 
Mts. Minnie Machen, Judge Gresham re- 
cently left Macon to visit his son and 
caugliter in Baltimore. 

The telegram stated that Judge Gresham 
died snddeuly but peacefully. The remains 
will probably start from Baltimore tonight or 
tomorrow for Macon and will be interred in 
Rose Hill cemetery by the side of his cher- 
istied wife who lately departed this life. 

Judge- Gresham was one of Macon’s oldest 
and most respected citizens. He was a man 
of wealth and gave largely tocharity. His 
gifts to the First and Second Presbyterian 
churches of this city were munificient. The 
new Second Presbyterian church was built and 
furnished mainly by his liberality and in 
memory of his deceased wife. Judge 
Gresham was an elder in the First 
Presbyterian church, and has for many long 
years been one ‘of its strongest pillars. Judge 
Gresham’s. health the past five years has not 
been very good, but relatives and {friends 
did not expect his death at the time, and his 
demise has come with sad surprise. 

Judge Gresham was a lawyer by profession, 
but retired from active practice years ago. He 
was mayor of Macon in its early days, and be- 
fore the war was an active participant in po- 
litical conventions. Atthe time of his death 
he was chairman of the board of trustees of 
the State university.

‘No Fear in New York of Sending 
| Gold to the West. 


THE IRON SITUATION SATISFACTORY. 


The Prosperous Era of Our N ational Pros- 
perity Grows Brighter and 
Brighter Every Day. 


New York, .October 17.—[Special.]—The 
government crop report, sq far as the wheat 
crop is concerned, was a surprise to many, 
in that it places the probable average yield 
per acre at fifteen bushels—a rate of pro- 
duction on the average which, I believe, has 
not been heretofore reached. Should this 
estimated yield of wheat throughout the 
country be general, some of the larger esti- 
mates as to the size of the crop will be 
likely to prove true. Though it must not 
be overlooked that serious damage has been 
done to wheat in the northwest since the 
report. was prepared, and that the report 
jtself admits a decreased average in Cali- 
‘fornia, it is not improbabie, even after 
making due allowance for these drawbacks, 
if the fifteen-bushels-per-acre estimate be 
accepted, that our wheat crop this year may 
touch the unprecedented total of 580,000,000 
bushels, and it will be of interest, two 
months hence, to note how far this total 


_will vary from’ the “‘official’’ crop estimate, 


which will be due about the middle of De- 
ceinber. 

One month ago the government reports were 
construed to point to a yield of about five 
hundred and fifty million bushels, although 
a well-known Cincinnati breadstuffs and 
provision journal has long contended that 
585,000,000 bushels would prove about cor- 
rect, and a prominent Philadelphia daily 
has stuck a pin in at the 600,00Q,000 
bushe] mark. 

The Indian corm crop prospects have 
brightened in the light of the latest re- 
ports, but the cotton crop has probably been 
damaged quite a good deal. It should not 
be overlooked, however, that the present 
damage to cotton has been offset by an im- 
provement in price. 

General - business is still marked by a 
somewhat slower general movement, al- 
though there is no depression observable. 
Goid arrivals by European steamers and 
the practical elimination of the so-called 
“silver scare,”’ in the face of such elements 
of prosperity as the unprecedented grain 
harvestsand large crops of cotton, fruit and 
vegetables, the rapidly increasing railway 
earnings, and the improving bank clear- 
ings, with increased probable demands for 
our surpluses from Europe, will render it 


doubtful if 1891-1892 can help being one of 


marked commercial and industrial activity. 
e e « : 
Mr. William A. Camp, the veteran mana- 
ger of the New York Clearing House As- 
sociation, who has as long and _ intimate 
an experience with the banking affairs of 


the metropolis as any one and whose spe- 


cialty has been the statistics of the sub- 
ject, was seen a day or so ago, and oblig- 
ingly gave his opionion upon several! inter- 
esting financial matters. ‘I donot think,” 
said Mr. Camp, ‘“‘that we sha!l see any 
great diminution of the flow of funds 
from NewYork to the west in conse- 
quence of the crop movement for some 
ume to come. But it is not noticeable that 
in spite of the size of the crops, and of 
other circumstances which would naturally 
tend to create financial pressure, the situa- 
tion has been healthy and free from acute 
disturbance. This is likely to continue.”’ 
In reply to a question as to how far the 
aggregate bank clearings at New York rep- 
resented speculative transactions, and whether 
it is possible or proper to eliminate them 
from the account, Mr. Camp said: © “The 
clearing house, in its statement of exchanges 
and balances, presents merely the ag- 
gregate which passes through it without any 
reference to whether the checks represented 
are those of merchants, bankers or specu- 
lators. It is, however, customary for some 
statistical authorities to make a certain de- 
duction on account of the speculative trans- 
actions of the stock exchange, deducting 
say twice he amount expressed in dol- 
lars of the trading in stocks on the ex- 
change for a given week. Without going 
into the subject very deeply, it would seem 
somewhat over the mark to make a deduc- 
tion on this account. Speculative transac- 
tions are of course heavy in a. market like 
that which we have at’ New York, but 
Speculative transactions -are not the only 
ones represented in the totals of the stock 
exchange’s activity. It is of course impos- 
sible to arrive at any exact estimate of 
them and whether such transactions do not 


count just as much in their various rami-. 


fications as the dealings through and with 
the banks in any other class of business af- 


fairs, is, after all, an, open question. 
¢ * *# 


In explanation of the seeming delay in 
the revival of the .demand for iron and 
‘steel, Mr. Josaph D. Weeks, editor of The 
American Manufacturer, than whom per- 
haps no one is better informed on _ that 
subject, writes me as follows: “I do not 
think that, With the possible exception of 
the steel railmakers, that the iron and 
steel trades of the country have any rea- 
son to complain of the volume of business. 
It is simply enormous. Possibly the re- 
show as 
large a volume of business as those for 
1890 exhibited, but still the production will 
be very large, so that, on the score of 
volume of business, as I state, I do not 


_think that the iron and steel manufactur- 


‘ers of the country can complain. I have 


excepted stee] rails from this general state- 


‘ment, but I do not think that the output 


“of stee] rails in 1891 will be by any means: 


the smallest in recent years, and if the 

-failroads buy as they ought to be able to 
lo, in view of the heavy traffic that they 

are receiving and that is promised them, I 
think the early part of 1892 will find 
vy orders for steel rails on the books 
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in 1890, I do not believe that, on the 
whole, ‘they are unsatisfactory. In some 
Jovaitties, the prices received for pig iron 
wnay have been toa low, and it is possible 
that in certain branches of the iron trade, 
where raw materials were bought at & 
high Price and the product sold at a low 
Price, profits may be small, but yet om 
the whole I believe that they will not be 
entirely unsatisfactory when stock is taken 
On the first of the year. 

“And this is all happening in the face 
of the fact that we have enormous capacity 
for production, a capacity very much in 
excess of our wants at the present time 
and built largely on the future. The de- 
mand of the country. is by no means 
equal to keeping this capacity employed, 
and when in addition to -actual increase 
in plants, furnaces, trains of rolls, etc., it 
is remembered that old works have greatly 
increased their capacity for output, it will 
be seen at once how much idie capacity 
there is waiting for employment, and I 
think it is this that has prevented the re- 
vival in the iron and steel trades, as the 
reports in The American Manufacturer for 
July, August and September, show that we 
have made more iron in these three 
months than was mado in the correspond- 
ing three months of 1890, the IJast six 
months of 1890 giving the largest pro 
duction of*pig iron ever. known in our 
history. The first part of the year there 
was considerable falling off in production as 
compared with 1890, owing to the strike in 
the coke regions and the shutting down of 
the Mahoning and Shenango valley fur- 
but for the last three months we 
have been making more iron than for the 
corresponding trade of 18901. A somewhat 
similar condition of affairs exists in other 
branches of the iron industry, so that I 
think it may be safely said that the 
reason why tle iron and steel trades are 
slow in reviving is the enormous capacity 
for production that we have in the 
country, a capacity much in excess of our 
present demand.””’

FLUCTUATIONS IN COTTON. 


Killing Frosts Gives the New York Bears 
Some Hope. 


New York. October 17.—The Sun's cotton ar- 
ticle says: ‘‘Futures opened lower. further de- 
clined, and particially recovered, closing steady at 
nine to twelve points decline. The ery of too 
much cotton went up from all sides, and caused 
a sharp decline in value. The bulls found it use- 
less to wrestle with the large receipts and accum- 
ulating stocks. Liverpool operators thought so, 
too, and that market was down fully as much as 
ours. There were abundant reports of killing 
frosts from the United “tates signal 
service, but  thev received little or 
no attention; yet killing frosts as far south as 
Meridian, Miss., in the the middle of October, are 
serious matters. Itis believed that the excessive 
crop movement will continue throughout October, 
and that nearly three million bales will be 
marketed by November Ist. These figures are bad 
for short crop estimates, but do not cause them 
to be abandoned, and 7,500,000 bales is the most 
accepted estimate of the total yield. The weather 
at the south was generally favorable for picking 
operations, but what is wanted is a temperature 
that will, in the next thirty days, mature the bb- 
lated bolls. Without there, the crop must be 
a or less deficient. Spot cotton was 11-16 
ower.

WASHINGTON, October 17.—Rey rT. &.

A WATER FAMINE. 


It Is Threatening the Residents of 
Atlanta, 


AND GROWING MORE SERIOUS DAILY. 


The Board of Water Commissioners Hold 
an Important Meeting Yesterday—A 
Letter from the Superintendent. 


Atlanta is on the verge of a water 


famine. 

So said Superintendent W. S. Richards in 
@ communication to the board of water 
commissioners yesterday. 

They met in the morning, and on re- 
ceipt of the information took action. There 
were present in addition tothem the mem- 
bers of the finance committee from the 
general council. 

The letter was as follows: 

Mr. H. G. Hutchison, Chairman Waterworks 
Committee. Dear Sir: The average pumpage for 
the past six days, including Sunday, is 2,829,000 
gallons, and the flow into the reservoir per day is 
not more than six hundred and fifty 
thousand gallons, or about one-fourth 
of the quantity that is being ~pumped. 
The resevoir 1s seventy-four inches, that 
is, the surface of the water 18 six feet, two 
inches Lelow she overflow point and the water 
was lowered yesterd.:y, the 15th, about two inches 
and of course as the water is lowered, the area is 
very much diminished and the resevoir will be 
lowered inore every day than the day preced- 
ing. 

In view of the above fact would it not be well to 
stop the street sprinkiers,and also the use of 
private sprinklers. The sanitary condition of the 
city is of firstimportance and unless there was 
imminent danger of a water famine it would not 
bewell to stop the flushing of sewers. 

There are two or three points in the city where 
water may be bad, and more attachments could 
be made at a cust of abuut ten dollars each to the 
city, frou the artesian well to fill the sprinkling 
carts. It is not essential that the streets be 
sprinkled to the extent now in practice, espe- 
cially those which are paved. 

I have received notice fromthe engineer this 
morniug that it has become necessary to supply 


the filters, that the record valvefrom the bottonr 


ot the reservoir be opened. This he finds brings 
to the filters water that isnot so clear as that 
which has been drawn from the upper valves, 
nearer the top, and as a Consequence this requires 
more alum to produce coagulation. Just what the 
result wil: be ic the drougit continues much longer 
is, to Say the least, rather a gloomy outlook, and | 
am of the opinion that it wll require all the win 
ter rains to again fill the reservoir. 

I would suggest that the uss of the city water be 
prohibited Uy an ordinance from being used by 
public or private sprinklers until further resolu- 
Lion by the council, and that the police force be 
instructed to enforce the ordinance. 

Uniess we have immediate and bountiful rains, 
something must be done, Very respectfully, 

W. G. RIcHAaRDs, Superintendent. 

The communication brought up a greal deal 
of discussion. Some were in {#vor of giving 
orders t6 have no street or lawn sprinkinig by 
private parties, and having it enforced by the 
pubic. Others thought a request would be 
sutticient. 

The latter prevailed and the following was 
adopted : 

Resolved, That ‘every consumer of water be 
requested to discontinue the use of lawn sprink- 
lers, and that they be notified by the superin- 
tendent of the city waterworks of its necessity, 
and that all street sprinkling be stopped except 
the thoroughtates to the exposition during the 
nextiiiteen days, excepc with such carts as can 
be supplied from the artesian well. 

When the meeting had concluded Mr. Rich- 
ards prepared the following, which will be de- 
livered to every consumer of water in the city 
when the meter man calls around: 

To the Users of City Water. 

At ameeting of the board of water connnis- 
sioners, held at their room on the morning of the 
ith of October, the superintendent read a com- 
munication calling the attention of the board to 
the fact that the long-continued drought was 
very rapidly lowering the water in the reservoir, 
and that the quantity that was flowing in was less 
than one-fourta of the quantity being pumped to 
the city. 

In view of the above facts, and fuliy realizing 
that the health and fire protection of the city are 
the most important considerations, it was re- 
solved by the water commissioners that al! classes 
of consumers be requested to abstain from using 
the city water for sprinkling the streets, lawns or 
gardens, or for apy otber than domestic or san- 
itary purposes until bountiful rains shall have 
again replenished the reservoir. 

The water supply is now as lowas it has 
been in seven years. This would 
not be 60 serious if the present 
dry spell did not exist. If no rain falls by 


next Tharsday or Friday—and a good rain at 


‘that—the record for low water in the reservoir 


wlll have been broken. 

A glance at the weather map will show clear 
wanther ea very general, and the probabilities 
are that the famine will grow in seriousness 


day by day.

Those who visited Piedmont perk 
were taken in charge by Mr. Sandy Cohen and 
shown through the buildings and over the 
grounds. They marveled at the sights and 
expressed their regrets at not being able to re- 
main in Atlanta over Monday to seo'the open- 
ing of the exposition. 

They fell in love with Peachtree street.: It 
was their verdict that it was the handsomest 
residence street they had seen in any southern 
city. 

The Governor's Reception, 

At 11 o’clock the association visited the cap- 
itol. They first paid their respects to Gov- 
ernor Northen and then proceeded to the hall 
of the general assembly. After being seated a 
few minutes Governor Northen repaired tothe 
chamber and welcomed them in a speech full 
of good-humored remarks and cordial expresce 
He sai<: 

"Under our sunny skies you will finda warm- 
hearted, hospitable people. In the past we 
have had some slight differences, but these are 
settled. We persuaded you that you were 
wrong, and we brought you to our way of 
thinking, and we are willing to let you rest in 
peace. [Laughter.} That famous humorist, 
Bill Arp, saysin his youth he foand him- 
seif pulling his hair, kicking himself, 
and altogether at war with himself. He never 
understood it until he remembered that his 
father was a Massachusetts man and his 
mother a native of South Carolina.” The 
governor concluded by assuring the visitors 
that one purpose and one destiny controlled 
the reunited people of this country. 

He then introduced Mayor Hemphill, who 
happily sketched the great advance of At- 
lanta, instancing, as a striking evidence, 
the growth of THm ATLANTA CownsTI- 
TUTION from the time when two negroes 
with a handpress worked off the 
whole edition in a few honrs. ‘‘Now,” said 
he, ‘‘they would have to work twelve months 
to get off a single impression.”” His remarks 
were iwpressive and exceedingly well re- 
ceived. 

Mr. Gazaway Hartridge, with one or two 
other legisiators, happening to be in the hall, 
the governor called upon Mr. Hartridge, who 
greeted the audience in a few eloquent re- 
marks. Hesaid the govornor had revealed 
the fact that he, too, belonged to the fourth 
estate, a designation probably derived from 
fact that their patrimony had 
some past 
age. He referred to the hospitabie treat- 
ment in the west of the Georgia 
farmers and editors, and said the south could 
no longer ciaim supremacy in kindness to 
strangers. 

Happy Responses. 

President James E. Heg, of The Lake 
Geneve Herald, introduced a number of the 
visitors, who successively re-echoed patriotic 
sentiments, and demonstrated that the west- 
ern men know how to talk well. 

Mr. Thomas B. Reed responded to the pres- 
ident’s summons. 

Mr. Reed is « much handsomer man than 
his namesake in congress. Thongh he dis- 
claims any experience as a speaker his re- 
marks were eloquentand apposite. te told 
of a young friend of his whow he had secured 
&® speaker's piace on a recent public occa- 
sion. He began by a tight of ele 
quence that promised to reach sublimity. 
After carrying the American eagle beyond the 
clouds he suddenly forgot his speech and broke 
down. With his Irish wit he regaled the at 
dience awhile and then observed, ‘‘Gentle- 
men, send up another bird, this one is out of 
sight. He felt himselfin the same situation 
but more embarrassed. Mr. Reed is editor of 
The Appleton Post. 

Byron J. Price, of The Hudson Star and 
Times next entertained the audience. 

The Hon. Edwin D. Coe, of The White- 
water Register, is a gifted gentleman and 
proved himself an easy and delightful talker. 
He said he had been asked to give his impres- 
sion of the south’s growth. 

The hog demonstrated, by his improved con- 
dition, the south’s great prosperity. When he 
was along here thirty years ago the hog was a 
swift and slender animal. It was explained 
to him that it was not safe in the south to own 
any property that could not ‘outrun a nigger.” 

Judge Mark H. R. Barnum is editor of The 
Torch of Liberty, at Warsaw. He isan orator 
of high reputation in the west, and he spoke 
with great power and fluency. 

When he closed the visitors went over the 
capitol, and then proceeded to Peachtree, 
where they took the carsfor the Piedinont 
ex position. 

What They Say. 

Without exception the western journalists 
will carry with them pleasant memories of 
their day in Atianta They talk with a 
cordial frankness, truly refreshing. 

“Thisis my first visit south,” said Mr. 
Tanbaugh, ‘and I will return home with my 
ideas radically changed. Ihave encountered 
somé of the pieasantest people I ever met. I 
have uot heard one word about politics since 
leaving Chicago. There is a progressive 
energy and restive enterprise observabie in all 
the southern cities we have touched—very 
markedly in Chattanooga and Atlanta— which 
we did not look for in this sultry clime. Ihad 
read much about the new south, its pro- 
gressiveness and so forth, but I find the half 
was not told ine. [tis only necessary for our 
people to make a trip through the south and 
get in touch with your ple to have 
erroneous conceptions got rid of. This too- 
short visit to your marvelous Gate City makes 
me fall in love with it, and I should not mind 
locating here.’’
